The early crowds were dis- 
appointed, but they waited patiently 
until the President drove’ to his hotel 
through the streets at.noon and cheered

There were great throngs about the 
Wiotel’ Alexandria throughout the day 
and evening, and the President was the 
centre of a splendid ‘demonstration at 
the Auditorium tonight, after attending 
@ public dinner at the hotel. 

It was the first opportunity that the

There was nothing 
jacking in’ the generosity of the wel- 
come. 

The President's first speech w is“made 
at a dinner in the early evening. Later 
he spoke before a larger audience at the 
Shriners’ Auditorium.

til Sengtor Johnson, its sponsor, is con- 
véniently able to return from his West- 
ern tour.

T. P, SHONTS DIES 
AT HIS HOME HERE 


President of Interborough Suc- 
- Cumbs After Long Illness 
Following Pneumonia. - 


WAS 63 YEARS OLD 


{As Head of Panama Commis- 


sion He Orgenized. Force. 
That Dug the Canal. 


Theodore’ P. Shonts; President of. the 
Interborough Rapid Transit. Company 
for the last twelve years and one of 
the leading traction experts in the coun- 
try, died at 1:40 o’clock this morning 
at’ his home, 930 Park Avenue, after an 
illness extending over a period. of three 
months... Mr. Shonts was. taken with a 
chill at his office, later developing 
pneumonia with complications that ne- 
cessitated an operation to relieve ‘the 
congestion of thé lungs. 

His condition had been ‘regarded as 
serious from the first, and at no time 
have the bulletins and -statements issued 
by the attending physicians been of an 
encouraging nature. There were times 
when. he appeared to be better, but his 
physician# realized that he had but little 
chance of recovery. 

Theodore Perry Shonts, first a rail- 
road organizer, construction expert and 
manager; and later a traction. expert 
in-charge of almost ithe entire trans- 
portation system of New York City, 
was born in Crawford County, Penn., 
May 5, 1856, a son°of Dr. Henry Dan- 
iels Shonts and’ Margaret Nevin Mar- 
shall Shonts, who in later life lived: in 
Beverly Hills, a suburb of ‘Chicago. 
The family was-of Dutch and Scotch- 
Irish ancestry, and has’ been. in this 
country. since the, latter part. of the 


seventeenth century. Mr. Shonts’s great- 


greatgrandfather was a Sclioonmaker, 
and belonged to the same family of 
that name as the Ancestors of Judge 


‘Alton B.. Parker. 


In boyhood Théodore went with his 
parents to Appanoose County, Iowa, and 
attended the public schools. At Centre- 
ville, Iowa, where the family settled, 
the young man passed the early years 
of his life until he was sent to Mon- 
mouth College, at Monmouth, Zll., where 
he was graduated in’the: same class 
with James F. Wallace, who was later 
‘to become associated with him in the 
work of constru¢tion on the Panama 
Canal. ?

the United States, 25,078 in the pos- 
sessions of the United States, 307,409 in 
this country, and 4 on their way to Eu- 
rope... The figures are not inclusive of 
267. Marines in the American Expedi- 
tionary Force. . 

From Nov. 11, 1918, ta Sept. 17, 1919, 
a ‘total of 3,333,614 troops were re- 
ported discharged. Of these, 166;503 
were ‘officers. and 3,167,311 . enlisted 
men. 

In recent weeks ‘there has been a 
magked decrease in the rate of dis- 
chafge of both officers and enlisted 
mén’ ~For, the week ended Sept. 18, 
only 1,733 officers were reported dis- 
charged. However, if: the rate thus far 
in September is maintained, the num- 
ber in sef'vice will be reduced to 18,000 
by. Oct. 31. -A considerable increase. in 
the rate of discharge of enlisted ~men 
will be necessary .to reach a strength 
of 225,000 by Sept. 30.

It ‘has been estimated that at least 
$600,000 in’ bonds has been stolen by: 
messengers.in the last three months, A: 
majority of the securities were Liberty 
bonds, It was expected they would find’ 
their way back into cirdulation, but ft 
was not thought stolen reilread and in- 
dustrial securities’ would be marketed 
because of the risk. 

The fact that one ef these bonds hag 
been put into circulation by means that 
makes it almost impossible to trace it 
is an indication, it was said yesterday, 
that a gang, if not actually 
the thefts, is acting as a clearing house 
for stolen ‘secunities and doing it in such 
@ professional and intelligent manner 
that stolen bonds, after being held for a 
time, are slipped back into cerns 
through legitimate .channels. sf 


May Refuse to Insure Bonds. 


Joel Rathbone, General Maneger of 
the National Surety Company, made 
this: statement ‘the situation: 

“Members of the Steck Humchange, 
reputable and surety companies 
are working actively together to amelior- 
ate conditions revealed by the recent 
thefts of bonds and. other securities by 
stock broker messengers. It is likely 
the surety ies will hereafter re- 
fuse to accepf Hability for messengers 
carrying ‘more $10,000 in Liberty 
bonds,. unless messengers are ac- 
companied by svied guards of more 
than twenty years of age. 

‘* At present, the refusal te accept 
liability will apply mierely to Ldberty 
Bonds. The brokers ‘and the surety 
companies should unite in establishing 
a central investigation bureau for the 
financial district, the work of this 
bureau to be not only to .investigate 
those who act as messengers but also 
to cover all clerks and other ‘employes 
who handle or have access. to' cash or 
éasily negotiable securities.’’

PEDERSENS FOUND GUILTY. 


Captain of Barkentine and Two 
Sons Convicted of Cruelty. 


Captain Adolph C. Pedersen. of the 
American barkentine Puako, ‘and his 
sons, Adolph Bric and Leonard Roy, 
mates of the vessel, were found guilty 
yesterday by a Federal urt jury of 
ill-treating and impriscning mem- 
bers of the crew in violation of the 
marine laws. Evidence submitted to 
the jury by Prosecutor Miller wag to 
the effect that during a four months’ 
voyage of the barkentine last year 
from British Columbia to South 
Africa, the Pedersens accused the 
members of the crew of mutiny, pi- 
racy, and.of*being German spies, and 
that for these alleged reasons he and 
his mates had abused them. Federal 
Judge Jack, who presided at the 
trial, will sentence the convicted men 
on Thursday. 
Captain Pedersen and his son 
Adolph, the second mate, were in- 
dicted: in May -on a charge of mur- 
der on the high seas. It was charged 
that during the same voyage of the 
Puako they had caused the death of 
Axel Hansen, a seaman who jumped 
into the sea for the alleged purpose 
of escaping’ ill treatment and that 
the Captain had refused to. pick him 
up when he called for help.

Then exchange rates had 
been going down slowly and the market 
was dull, with only nominal Feta 
Many © observers believed the turn 
beenreached -and the market would rr 
prove. But when,’ about Aug. 18, some 
unexpected selling appeared the rates 
shot downward suddenly,.and a great 
mass of. bills was uncovered. - The de- 
cline did not terminate until new low 
records ‘to that time had been recorded. 
On that -break sterling’ sold down to 

124%, francs to about. 12% cents, and 
ire to about 11 cents each. 

At the low prices of last week, ster- 
ling was at $4.1214, francs sold for léss 
than 11 cents and Hre for less than 10 
cents each. At the close of business 
yesterday, sterling was up about 8 
cents and francs and liré had recev- 
ered to 11% and a shade over 10 cents 
each, respectively. 

Belgian exchange also. suffered . con- 
siderably. The quotation for Belgian 
francs had been around 8%. to the dol- 
lar before the decline. By Wednesday, 
the rate was down to 9 francs to 
dollar, but there’ was a recovery /of 
between 1-8 and. 1-4 franc by yester- 
day’s close. At that figuré, the Bel- 
gian ‘franc was slightly more valuable 
than the French franc. 

This somewhat favored position of 
Belgian exchange is said to be due to 
a belief that Belgian credit is slightly 
better than French credit, and to the 
appointment of J..P. Morgan & Co. and 
the Guaranty »Trust Company as of- 
ficial financial agents for ‘the Belgian 
Government. Also, it is expected that 
a $50,000,000 Belgian bond issue will 
soon..be brought out in this market. 

So_far as is known, no steps haye 
yet been taken to stabilize European 
exchanges, and bankers say they are 
as-much dn .the dark concerning any 
pon the Europeans may have as they 

ave been at any time. Official Wash. 
ge has said little on the subject, but 

: Harding, Governor of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, in an address. this 
week,. said. the solution.of the exchange 
problem lies in a reduction. of American 
exports and an Ge in. Buropean 
exports to us. 

This, -it was assumed by bankers, 
means the ‘Reserve Board. is still op- 

sed to further Government assistance 

n extending credits to Européan: cotin- 
tries, and that it feels it is up to pri- 
vate -bankers to make such financial 
arrangéments as may be necessary to 
further overseas trade.

The Watpanaia, bound from Spanish 
ports to Havana, was last heard from 


on the night of Sept. 8, when she ap- |’ 


peared off the entrance to Havana har- 
bor. Yesterday.a steamer bearing that 
name, but reported by divers to be much 
smaller than the missing vessel, was 
found sunk off Rebecca Shoals light, 
forty miles from Key West. 

The wreck was located by the coast 
guard cutter Tuscarosa and: the sub- 
chaser 203 and was resting on a bed 
of quicksand in» about forty feet. of 
water. Divers sent to examine the hull 
by the Cuban Consul rted the 
wreck bore. the ‘Valbanera, but 
salad the vessel appeared only half as 
large as the missing liner. 

Ensign B. R. Roberts, commander of 
the sub-chaser, also said he had seen the 
name plate on the V&lbanera‘on the 
wreck, and his statement confirmed the 
belief that the sunken vessel was the 
one sought. There were no bodies in 
the vicinity of the wreck and nothing to 
indicate what had become of the 300 
passengers and 73 members of the. crew. 

Rear Admiral Decker, co andant 
of the Sevénth Naval District, and Do- 
mingo Milord, Cuban consul, left here 
this morning with a crew of divers to in- 
vestigate the wreck. 

Roberts had a~narrow escape from 
drowning when he went down to learn 
the steamer’s identity. He Wore only 
a helmet air pump and waves thr 
the small boat against the -sunken 
steamer and cut off his air supply. 
Roberts: threw off the helmet and came 
to the surface. declared there was 
no doubt as to the’ identity of the 
wreck. ‘ ; 

Further examination “today of the 
wreck is expected to show whether those 
oy board got away in small boats. .No 
one has been picked up; but search of 
the: surrounding waters and adjacent 
islands is being continued: in the hope 
that some survivors might have reached 
land or that bodies will be found. Most 
of those on the ill-fated steamer were 
Spaniards or Cubans. 

Reports yesterday that during the 
last several days faint wireless calls 
supposed to be from the Valbanera.had 
been picked up continued today~to be 
a mystery. The calls were said to haye 
been picked up. here and at Havana, but 
were so weak as to preclude locating 
their source. , 


MADRID, Sept. 20.—Dispatches re- 
ceived here froin Vienna confirm the 
loss of the Spanish steamship Valbanera 
in the tropical storm which raged over 
the Gulf of Mexico and adjacent waters 
last week. Among the first class pas- 
sengers was Anastasio Saenz, a Ha- 
vana merchant, who was accompanied 
by his ‘children, Marie, Terese and 
Jesus. There were five second class 
passengers and sixty-four third class. 

The captain of the Valbanera was 
Ramon Martin, and the ship’s comple- 
ment included three officers, a chaplain, 
six under officers, four doctors, five 
engineers, sevem: sailors, seven stew- 
ards, nine electricians, one chief stew- 
ard, eight’ cooks, twenty seamen and 
two maids. 

The majority of the passengers were 
from Malaga. Spain. The ship be- 
longed to Pinillos, Izquferdo Co. of Cadiz 
and took her name from Valbanera, 
where the principal owners were born.

dately sent to the members of a Special 
Oommittee of the League on Labor a 
‘questionnaire in which the first quea- 
‘tion was, ‘‘Is readjustment in indus- 
‘trial relations essential to American 
prosperity? ’’ and the second, ‘‘ Should 
‘employes share jn the profits of indus- 
; The committee 
eonsisted chiefly of business men, many 
of them manufacturers; but it also con- 
tainéd a few professors of economics or 
sociology and some other writers on 
the relations between capital and labor. 
It numbered eighty-seven persons, The 
largest number of replies received was 
ip answer to tle first question, on 
which there were 57 yeas and 3 nays. 
On the second question there were 4 
yeas and 4 nays. Co-operative manage- 
ment is gaining ground rapidly, partly 
‘because such successful plans as those 
of the Colorado Fuel and Iron Company 
and the Philadelphia Rapid Transit 
Company have been made known wide- 
ly, and partly because co-operative 
Management can be introduced in dif- 
ferent degrees according to circum- 
stances or to the owners’ or managers’ 
state of mind, Profit-sharing is much 
more difficult to intreduce, 

There is no doubt that the attitude of 
the great majority of employers ‘toward 
the labor question has undergone a great 
change since August, 1914. Many of the 
conservative, old-fashioned employers 
are seriously alarmed and much per+ 
plexed, and are inquiring as to the 
means of remedying the present con- 
fusions and disastrous tendencies. Thou- 
sands of employers are trying to apply 
in their own works or factories new 
methods of administration which will 
make their employes healthier, mere 
comfortable, and more disposed: to work 
with hearty good-will for the success 
of the particular industries in which 
they are engaged, becatise they them-~ 
Selves profit by that success. A very 
large number of employers and employes 
@like are beginning to realize that noth- 
ing can cure the present crushing ills 
of the civilized. world except abundant 
production by all the peoples; that high 
Wages have no tendency to cure the ex- 
isting evils, but on the contrary in- 
crease them, because they raise the costs 
of production without increasing produc- 
tion; that the scales of wages on which 
the health, happiness, and capacity for 
Progress ef the human race depend are 

adjusted to each other, so that 
results to the community are unjust 
99 ften highly inexpedient. -Thus, for 

le, it Is inexpedient and even ab- 
gurd ‘that a locomotive engineer should 
earn more than the Principal of a high 
School; or that a young woman of 22 
sewing uppers in a well-managed shoe 
factory should earn two or three times 
as much. as the young woman who is 
teaching school in the same town; or 
that an indifferent carpenter or plumber 
should be paid more than a highly 
trained and experienced civil engineer, 
or an ordinary mason more than a com- 
petent clerk in a good retail store. 

On the side of labor significant 
changes of mind are also visible. While 
the ignorant masses of laborers, are sti: 
believing that the only available way 
to advance the interests of their class 
is to fight for them with any degre: 
of violence that may be needed for im- 
mediate sticcess, no matter what suf- 
ferings they inflict on the community at 
large, the most intelligent of their lead- 
ers are beginning to see that that way 
leads to nothing except a common ruin ; 
and these leaders are also anxious lest 
the masses abandon their own elected 
ehiefs. They feel that the.rank and file 
of the labor unions are getting ont of 
control, and are following irresponsible 
agitators rather than their responsible 
officers. They recognize that there is no 
solution of the industrial troubles to be 
found by running round the circle—high 
wages, -higher costs; high costs, higher 
wages. In short, the best road to 1n- 
dustrial peace runs toward the increas- 
ing of good-will in all productive work; 
because it is plain that ill-will dimin- 
ishes production, whereas good-will is 
capable of enhancing production to an 
unimaginable degree, The angels’ song 
when Christ was born, as given in the 
revised version, is the soundest economic 
and political doctrine which the. stag- 
gering, plunging, bewildered modern 
world has as yet had a chance to listen 
to—’' Peace on earth to men of good- 
will.” ; 

Now is the time, then, to discuss and 
experiment with profit-sharing.- The 
afguments for and against profit-ghar- 
fing take a wide range; and so do the 
experiments which are actually undér 
Way. Many of the experiments are so 


_ ii]-devised that they inevitably fail; and, 


, Om the other hand, some of those that 


succeed prove such valuable assets that 
their devisers conceal the nature .and 
Peaults of their experiments, lest their 
competitors imitate them. ‘There is ob- 
viously no such thing as one best and 
unfformly applicable scheme of profit- 
Sharing. Every individual factory 
should have its own scheme adapted to 
its own nature, history, and surround- 
itigs; and so should every separate 
Plant of a corporation or firm which 
ntains many scattered plants. ‘ 
"Phen, there are many industries to 
Mich profit-sharing cannot be applied 
at all, just as there are many to which 
the’ eight-hoyr day cannot be ‘success- 
fully applied, unless it be treated as

management; in which the employes 
take active and responsible part, with 
co-operative care of the health, educa- 
tion, and happiness of employes, and 
with full knowledge by the employes of 
the employer’s accounts, is the only 
road to industrial peace. The great 
private machinery industries, including 
transportation on, land and. sea, con- 
stitute the bést field for profit-sharing; 
and it is in “this field that persistent 
experimentation is. most to be desired. 
The: objections to profit-sharing are 
both theoretical and practical: and 
among. the..theoretical a leading one is 
the not uncommon apprehension on the 
part of owners, managers, and their 
counsél that if it be admitted in prac- 


tice that the. working people in a mill> 


machine shop; reilroad, or mine are en- 
titled to a share in the profits, the profit- 
sharers will shortly claim that they are- 
entitled to..ajl the profits. This appre- 
hension cannot be supported by observa- 


profit-sharing 
schemes; because it is impossible to 
point to any fair.and sensible profit- 
sharing scheme which has produced that 
effect on the minds of the workmen. 
Nevertheless, it is a formidable obstacle 
te experimentation on . profit-sharing. 
Since it is not based on” actual. experi- 
ence it ought not to prevent stable cor- 
porations or partnerships from trying 
rational expeniments. On the other hand, 
it is difficult to corroborate by results 
of actual experience the theoretical ar- 
gument in favor of profit-sharing that 
it will produee so great an increase of 
production as to be highly profitable to 
both capital and labor; ‘because the 
practical demonstration imvolves a pub- 
licity of accounts which is very disquiet- 
ing to most managers and owners, and 
the revelation to competitors of some- 
thing which both employers and em- 
ployes quickly. come -to regard as an 
asset which it is for their interest to 
conceal. 

The advent to- American factories of 
tmany thousands of ignorant aliens who 
can neither speak nor read English is, 
of course, a serious obstacle to the intro- 
duction of sound profit-sharing schemes, 
since they all. require intelligence and 
some knowledge in the participants. The 
only remedy for this troublesome condi- 
tion 4s education for doth children and 
adults—a slow-working remedy, 

Another difficulty which is serious, 
though perhaps temporary, is the 
nomadic habit of labor, which has been 
brought about, or at least greatly in- 
creased, by the war. The rapid ‘‘over- 
turn’ of the labor which many Ameri- 
can employers have experienced of late 
is one of the worst symptoms of the 
times. Profit-sharing requires stability 
in the operative and mechanic classes, 
and when accompanied by good housing 
and good sanitation strongly. promotes 
stability. - 

Another obstacle to the introduction 
of profit-sharing inte modern iadustry 
is the opinion which still lingers in the 
manufacturing, though fading from the 
political or Governmental field, that 

racy is more efficient .than de- 

acy—a few managers, indeed, main- 
taining that autocratic management fs 
indispensable. One of the aims of the 
reformers of industrial methods is often 
described asthe introduction of de- 
mocracy into business, The use of this 
phrase incites to opposition a consider- 
able number of successful business men 
and managers of corporations who be- 
lieve that active industries, like aggres- 
sive ca) in War, must be really 
condu by single autocratic execu- 
tives of superior intelligence and will- 
power and prophetic insight. 

On this subject the great war has 
taught important lessons. It has taught 
that in the fields of commercial and in- 
dustrial activity ‘which support modern 
military and naval operations expe- 
rienced experts are the only men who 
should be given control. These men 
have been trained through ‘actual expe- 
rience in the various industries or trades 
with which: they were connected, and 
have therein: proved their competency. 
The Washington Administration and the 
State administrations apparently thought 
at the beginning of the war that. the 
game rule would apply in the army and 
navy, and accordingly chose ‘most of 
their advisers and commanders from the 
regular army and navy 
States and a few from 


was compelled to extemporize its offi- 
cers, that is, to select and train them 
by hasty methods. The great majority 
of these officers came strafght from civil 
life, and were without military expe- 
rience. Great Britain was obliged to do 
the same thing in order to get Kitche- 
ner’s mob promptly itito the tield. None 
of the armies opposed to Germany had 
had any. experience of the kind of war 
that Germany proposed to méke and 
had deliberately prepared for during a 
whole generation. Germany's methods 
were novel in important respects, and

This war experience applies with great 
force to the conduct of the great indus- 
tries of a free people. The industrial de- 
moctracy must select and employ com- 
petent leaders, who can organize and 
maintain a high degree of co-operative 
discipline; and since leadership in long- 
established industries requires much 
more knowledge and skill than leader- 
ship in millitary and naval operations 
except in the very highest posts, indus- 
trial leaders will requiré. more knowl- 
edge and longer training than military 
leaders need; and the industrial demoo- 
racy will have to select ite leaders: 
with great care, and stand by them wita. 
impregnable loyalty. But. these leaders 
should not be autocrats, and the organ-. 
ization of the great industries should 
not bear the least resemblazice to aute- 
cratic or military organization, extept 
as both require promptness, co-ording- 
tion, and an unders of the com- 
mon object. The industriel manager of 
the future is to be a man of knowledge, 
skill, imagination, good-will, and per+ 
sonal power, This is the kind of man 
that the introduction of democracy into 
al} business may ‘be expected to produce 
and bring to leadership. In support of

Prudent Advocates ‘of profit-sharing 
never represent the method as apptica- 
ble in all. industries, or as the single 
cure-all for the industrial strife. They 
meintain that profit-sharing muéat 
always be associated with co-operative 
management, that is, with the effec- 
tive sharing by the working people in 
the management and discipline of | the 
works or shops, and also with com- 
plete accessibility of the accounts of 
the establishment.for the elected repre- 
seritatives | of the - workers, whether 
members of the company’s Board of Di- 
rectors or merely. auditors satisfactory 
to the employes.. In other words, 
profit-sharing should be only one ele- 
ment in a scheme having three parts. 
The object to be attained in any hope- 
ful reorganization of the machinery 
industries is a generous sharing of con- 
trol and responsibility, and therefore of 
profits, when there are any, after wages 
and interest on borrowed m have 
been paid. Nothing short of that will 
give satisfaction to both parties in the 
present industrial. strife, and nothing 
else ought to. To take together a long 
step on the road toward lasting peace 
employers and employes must be really 
partners, with like motives for diligence, 
the prevention of wastes, and the adop- 
tion of improvements. : 

Some business men, who are familiar 
with the legal and commercial defi- 
nition of a partner as a person who has 
agreed to divide with specified as- 
sociates both the losses and the profits 
of their common business, and is com- 
petent to bear his share of the losses, 
have no use for thé suggested partner- 
ship between capital and labor, because 
labor obViously cannot bear any part 
of losses. Labor certainly cannot. Its 
wages have been paid in advance by 
capital, and have been mostly spent for 
subsistance before profits or losses have 
been declared for the period covered 
by the wages. Nevertheless, sharing 
profite with capital, when there are 
profits, fs a practice of high value as 
incentive to zéalous and accurate work 
and to constant care of raw materials, 
tools, smachinery, and finished product. 


“This incomplete kind of partnership 


has, therefore, strong gpod effects.

In the United States there are numer- 
ous examples of successful cp-operative 
management and profit sharing based 
on. inducing the. workers to take 
up shares in'the stock of the company.. 
One corporation conducting a highly sea- 
agonal industry divides net profits equal- 
ly between shareholders and the profit- 
sharing payroll, but pays ‘the dividend to

AMERICANS IN COSTA RICAN REVOLT 





San José, Costa Rica, Sept. 6, 1919. 
To the Bditor of The New York Ténes: : 

In an article which appeared in your 
issue of Aug. 9, In regard to the firing 
on the American Consulate in this city 
on June 12 Jabt, it is stated that the in- 
cident which gave rise to the shooting 
was a strike of the teachers for higher 
‘wages. 

This is an‘error. The Tinoco/sGovern- 
ment, happily now defunct, faced with 
a revolutionary movement on the Pacific | 
Coast, and knowing that the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the country was in sym- 
pathy with that movement, sent a circu- 
lar to all public employes requiring them 
to sign a piedge of unconditional sup- 
port. Very few employes signed this 
pledge, and very few indeed of the 
teachers, and it was later withdrawn 
and the matter dropped. - But much in- 
dignation was caused by this: action, 
especially among the teachers, who con- 
sidered jt an affront to their profession. 

While this matter was pending some 
of the atudents of the Liceo (boys’ col- 
lege) made a demonstration, which was 
dispersed by the police. The Government 
then closed the schools temporarily. 
Next day, June 12, the teachers at- 
tempted to hold a meeting, not-of pro- 
test against the circular mentioned, but 
to discuss certain matters in reference 

to a teachers’ association» "The Govern- 
ment dispersed this meeting -and in dis- 
persing it the police handled the crowd 
very roughly, using whips and drawn 
machetes. One young lady teacher, 
while attempting to protect a young girl 
student, was struck with a machete and 
also had her clothing badly torn. And 
various others were maltreated. 

After the dispersal of this mecting, 
@ crowd, composed principally of wo- 
men teachers and girl students, went 
to the American Consulate for a peace- 
able demonstration of sympathy. They 
assembled in front of the Consulate, 
which is in a two-story buliding, the 
Consular office being on the second 
floor and the lower part of ‘the: building 
being occupied by the offices and ware- 
houses of A..T. Harrison, an Amer- 
ican merchant, and a few entered. the 
Consulate. Several people went out on 
the balcony and one youhg man; a stu- 
dent in the Licéo, began to make a 
speech. No insults were thrown at the 
Government, as was stated. The young 
man had not spoken a dozen sentences 
when a shot was fired at him from the 
street. All on the balcony thereupon 
retired ifside, except the Consul, ‘Mr: 
Chase. 

But the police continued firing at the 
balcony, Mr. Chase, meantime, standing 
perfectly still in spite of earnest en- 
treates from those inside the Consulate. 
to retire. A number of shots wére 
fired, some of which’ struck the walls 
of the building behind the balcony. The 
merks of these shots are still visible, 
and several balls were picked up on the 
balcony’ and on.the sidewalk below. 
At the ‘same time the police charged 
on the crowd to disperse -it, using whips 
an@. drawn © machetes,

retired and the Consul] was standing on 
the balcony alone the continued’ firing 
was wholly unjustified and constituted 
an outrage on a foreign official. As to 
the wounded policeman, I have never 
been able to verify the claim or find out 
anything about it. 

Next day, June 13, a meeting of the 
American colony was held at the con- 
sulate and two resolutions were adopted ; 
one protesting against the dutrage of 
the previous day, and the other request- 
ing the Consul to take such measures as 
he might think necessary for the pro- 
tection of himself and the colony. The 
Consul had received anonymous threats, 
and threats against other members of 
the colony had been made. Mr. Chase, 
in accordance with the second petition 
mentioned, cabled for a warship, and 
next day one arrived from Limon,. the 
Atlantic port of Costa Rica. 

The charge made that Mr. Chase was 
endeavoring. to provoke intervention is 
wholly unwarrantable and unjust. Under 
the circumstances to ask for a warship 
was perfectly nattiral; .marinés have 
been landed in other countries on less 
provocation. In fact, there has ‘been a 
quite common opinion that one of the 
reasons for which warships and marines 
exist is to’ protect livés and property 
of a nation's citizens in foreign coun- 
tries. 

Although not diréctly connected with 
firing on the Consulate, it is: important 
to state that about noon on June 13 the 
people, unarmed as they were, rose en 
masse and burned the building of La 
Informacion, a paper subsidized by and 
subservient to the Tinoco Government. 
This rising has been spoken-of by Tinoco 
partisans as a “‘ Bolshévist ’’ movement. 
It was nothing of the sort; it was the 
uprising of an outraged people against 
a@ usurpring and tyrannical Government. 

Later in the day, Joaquin Tinoco, 
Minister of War, arriyed from the Pa- 
cific Coast and took charge of the sit- 
uation, issuing orders to the soldiers 
and police fire without mercy on 
all groups, » Women and children, 
indiscriminately. For several days the\ 
situation was critical; the police were 
made half drunk and there was much 
reckless shooting on unarmed and de- 
fenseless people. We were never able to 
ascertain the exact number of dead and 
wounded, but the number was large. 
And meanwhile an American gunboat 
lay at anchor in Limon with «@ 
force of marines which the State De- 
partnmrent at Washington would not 
allow to be landed.

‘This peculiarity is spoken of in eco- 
nomic. theory. as the paradox of value. 
It is referred to in the older books.elther 
as an .economic curiosity or-as a# mere 
illustration in’ extreme. terms of the Tela- 
tion of supply to price. .~ Thus in many 
books the story is related: of how the 
East India companies uséd at times de- 
liberately to destroy a large quantity. of 
tea, in order’ that by selling a lesser 
amount ‘théy might‘reap a larger profit 
than by selling a greater. 

But ‘in reality this. paradox of value is 
the most fundamental proposition in eco- 
nomic science. Precisely here is found 
the key to.the operation of the economic 
society in which we live. The world’s 
production is aimed at producing ‘‘ Val- 
ues,” not at producing plenty. If by 
some mad access of misdirected industry. 
we produced ‘enough ‘and too. much of 
everything, our whole machinery of buy- 
ing and selling would break down. <'his 
indeed does happen constantly on @ small 
scale in thé familiar phenomenon of 
overproduction. 

But in the organization in which we 
live overproduction ténds to check itself 
at once. If ‘the world’s. machinery 
threatens to produce a too plenty of any 
particular thing .then it turns _ itself 
toward producing something ‘else of 
which ‘there is not yet enough. This is 
done quite unconsciously without any 
philanthropic intent.on the part of the 
individual producer, and without any 
general direction in the way of a social 
command. The machine does it of itself. 
When there is ‘enough the wheels. slack- 
en'and stop. This sounds at first. hear- 
ing most admirable. But let it ‘be noted 
that the ‘“‘enough’’ here in question 
does not mean enough to satisfy human 
wants. In fact, it means precisely the 
converse. It means enough not to sat- 
isfy them, and:to leave the selling price 
of the things made at the point of profit. 

Let it;be: observed also that we have 
hitherto! been speaking as if all things 
were produced under a monopoly. The 
objection might at once .be raised that, 
with competitive producers, the .price 
will also keep falling, down toward cost, 
and will not be based-upon the‘point of 
maximum profit.. We- shall turn. to this 
objection in a moment. But one-or two 
other points must. be considered before 
doing so. ‘ ; 

Ecenemic Panaceas. 

In the first place, in. following out 
such an argument as the present in re- 
gard to the peculiar shortcomings of the 
systern under which we live it is nec- 
essary again and again to Warn the 
readet against a hasty conclusion .as to 
the possibilities of altering and .amend- 
ing it, The Socialist reads. sueh criticism 
as the above with- impatient -approyal.

But -the eye, 
unfortunately; is all we have to see by: 
If we destroy our eyes in the hope of 
making better ones we may go blind. 
The best that. we can do is to improve 
our sight by adding @ pair of spectacles. 
So it is with: the organization’ of society. 
Faulty though, it) is, it does work: after 
a certain fashion., We may apply. to it 
with advantage .the spectacles of social 
reform, but: what the Socialist offers us 
is: total blindness..

To return to. the .argument. -Let us 
consider next what wages the. monopolist 
in the cases described above will have 
to pay.

All this hasbeen sala ‘of ‘indaieey un- 
der monopoly.. But it will be seen to 
‘apply in its essentials to what we call. 
competitive industry. Here indeed cer- 
tain new-features come in... Not one'em- 
ployer, but many, produce eath kind of 
article. And, as far as each employer 
can. ste by looking at his own: horizon, 
what he does is merely to” produce as 
-much as he can sell at a price that ‘pays 
him. Since all the other employers are 
doing this, there.will be, under compe- 
tition, a-constant tendency~to-cut the 
price down to the ldwest that: is “‘con- 
sistent with what the employer has to 
pay as wages and interest. This point, 
which was called by~ the: -orthodox. 
economists ‘the ‘‘ cost,’’ is not in any 
true and -fundamental sense of. the 
word the ‘‘ cost” at all. It is merely a 
limit. represented - by - what 
parties td the bargain are able to exact. 

The whole situation is in a condition 
of unstable equilibrium in which the 
conflicting forces represented by the in- 
terests of the various parties pull in dif- 
ferent directions.. The employers in any 
one line of industry and all their wage 
earners and salaried assistants have one 
and the same interest as against the 
Consmmper, They want the selling’ price 
to. be as high as possible. But the em- 
ployers~ are. against .one another as 
wanting, each of ‘them, to make as 
many. sales as.possible, and each and alt 
the employers are against the wage 
earners in wanting to pay as low wages 
as possible. If all the employers unite, 
the situation turns to a monopoly and 
thé price paid by. the consumer is settled 
on the. monopoly basis already de- 
scribed. .The employers can then dis-

If the employers are. not united, then 
at each and evéry moment they are in 
conflict both with the. consumer and 
with their wagé earners. Thus the 
whole scene of industry represénts a: 
vast and unending; conflict, a fermenta- 
tion in which tlie moving bubbles crow] 
for space, expanding ‘arid ‘breaking ‘onc 
against the other.» There: is no pdint .of 
rest.- ‘There is, no real fixed *‘’ cost" 
acting as a basis. Anything that any 
one person or group of persons—worker 
or master, landlord or capitalist—is able 
to exact owing’ to the ‘existing condi- 
tions of demand or supply, becomes a

quantity, of labor, or of fime,“or of skill, | 
or of any other measure, .physical or

which proportions to it social justice. It 
is the war of each against all. Its only 
mitigation is that it is carried on under 
the set of rules represented by the State 
and the law. 

The tendencies involved may be best 
illustrated by taking one or two extreme 
or exaggerated examples, not meant as 
facts, but only to make clear the nature 





of social and industrial forces among 
which we live. 

What, for example, will be the abso- 
lute maximum to which wages in gen- 
eral could be forced? Conceivably and 
in the purest and thinnest of theory, 
they could include the whole product of 
the labor of society with just ‘such @ 
asmall fraction -left over for the employ- 
ers, the owners of capital and the own- 
ers of land to induce them: to continue 
acting as part.of the machine. That is 
to say, if all the laborers all. over the 
world, to ‘the last one, were united un- 
der a single control they could @orse tue 
other economic classes of society to 
something approaching a starvation liv- 
ing. In prattice>this is ronsense; «In 
theory it is-an excellent starting point 
for thought. 

And: how: short: could the nours. of the 
universal . united workers be made?” As 
short as ever. they liked: An hour.a 
day; ten minutes,-anything they. tikes 
but, of course, with the proviso that ie 
shorter the-hours the less the total of 
things tc be produced to be divided. It 
ris true that up to a certain point snort- 
ening the liours of labor actually in- 
creases the total product. A’ ten-hour 
day, speaking in general terms an ‘ieav- 
ing out individual exception:: is prob- 
ably more productive’ than’-a day of 
twelve. It may very well be that an 
eight-hour day will. prove; »resentiy if 
not immediately, to be more productive 
than a ten. But somewhere, the limit 
is reached .‘and gross. production falls. 
The supply of things in gencral gets 
shorter.

‘The House has carried out this 
suggestion, but the plans of the Admin-

Manvfacturers and Reciprocity.

‘One,of the manufactured articles whieh 
Canada buys most heavily of us is agri: 
eultural machinery. The duty that it 
has te pey is from. 15 to 25 per eent, 
Coal is a big item in Our exports to Can- 
ade, The tariff on that is 10 per gent. 
Coming this way, the duty on wheat is 
25 cents a bushel according to tariff 
law, but during: the war reciprocity was 
established on wheat by administrative 
arrangement. The duty on oats is 6 
cents a bushel; hay, §2 @ ton; potatoes, 
$2 a bushel; lumber free; corn free; 
wood pulp, an impertant item, free, with 
the exception of restrictions on that 
coming from crown: lands; fresh meat, 
1% cents a pound, Under the recipreeity 
agreement all these: would have: beén 
freé. 

The tariff barrier is now inthe main 
net excessive. The. great advance in 
trade between the two countries is preof 
of this, though during the war Canada 
added a surtax' of 7% per cent. to the 
regular duties. In 1010 our exports to 
Canada were almost double whet they 
were in 1901. In the next three years 
they doubled, reaching a total of $436,- 
000,000. In 1917-18: they climbed to $800,- 
000,000. In 1918-19 they were slightly 


this was during the war period; since 
the armistice the reports are\that the 
imports are greater than during the cor- 
responding period of the former year, 

In percentages the figures are more re- 
markable, In the early history of Can- 
ada. that country obteined about 59 per 
cent. of its imports from us. Just be- 
fore the war this increased to 64 per 
eent, Before the end of the war the 
total had grown to the extraordinary 
high figure of 80 per. cent. Canada has 
always been one of our best customers, 
and even. heayy shipments to England 
and France on account of the war held 
third place during that period, taking 
about 13 per cent. of our total exports. 
Since the opening of the war our im- 
rporta from Canada have grown at a 
more rapid rate than our exports to that 
country, amounting in 1018-19 to. §455,- 
000,000, aboyt three and a half times as 


During the later years of the war we 
took ewhat less than two-fifths of 
Canada’s exports. Since the armistice 
the tendency has been to increage. 
Previous to the war our imports from 
Canada were only about 6 per cent. of 
our total imports, but this pro een 
increased as the war progressed t 
16 per cent. In this respect Canada is 
now second to Great Britein, while be-

Unless. some such understanding is 
reached, there is danger that the coun- 
try will face &n industrial struggle that 
may: lay upon ‘the citizens an even 
heavier burden than the cost: of ' the 
There are now many strikes’ in 
the country; others are held: up on pleas

In a real-sense the labor situation 
in Ameéfica ‘is*\like’ the political situa- 
tion -are widespread in this country is 
issue then was one of force, the trial 
of one power against another power, 
without any question as to where the 
justice.of the case lay. In this country 
the employers. and the employes are now 
face to, face,° each possessing great 
strength. There is a point beyond which 
neither. will go in making ‘concessions, 
and from that point, once-begun, they 
may g0'.to.a finish, with. the whole 
country {in disorder, unless the opposing 
elements. reach an agreenient. 

The talk that the eléments of revolti- 
tion are:'widespread in this country are 
without foundation, of course. There is 
a strong desire for general betterment, 
for improved conditions for the average 
man, but it goes without saying that 
the great majority of the people, strong 
in the American spirit, will not be dic- 
tated to; by any class, which is au- 
tocracy, and that they will make ‘their 
views promptly evident if they see that 
an industrial struggle has that as its 
aim: Americans certainly: will not be 
dictated to by a minority. 


Demand for Mediation. 


One hears no denial of the argument 
that before a strike or a lockout is -or- 
~@ered> the justice of the issues should 
' be examined’@md determined. There are 
industrial contests which would para- 
Iyze the country, inflicting loss --not 
only on the parties directly concerned, 
but on practically every person in the 
eountry. A railroad strike, for ,exam- 
ple, coming in the season of the ship- 
ment of perishable fruit, would cause 
virtually. a> total’ loss* of crop ‘to the 
growers,. and cause inconvenience and 
expense to consumers. The menace has 
been apparent ever since’ the threat of 
the Railroad Brotherhoods to strike at 
the time the Adamsor bill was up. 
_Organized‘ railroad workers hold a tre- 
mendous: power over the country. 
When the Plumb Plan was brought for- 
ward again recently and some of its 
spokesmen (though it afterward was 





dented: officially) waved the club of 
the strike as an alternative,’ the atten- 
tion.of the country was. again centred 
on what a railroad tieup. would meéan, 
Such loss of property and life. is. in- 
volved in a railroad strike that the 
railroad -bill. introduced by the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee of the Sen- 
ate. provides for the eliniination of the 
strike; the substitute is the fixing of 
wages by the Government in the event 
of a dispute. Both Senator Cummings 
of Iowa, Republican; ‘Chairman of the 
committee, and .Senator Robinson, of 
Arkansas, Democrat, Chairman of ‘the 
sub-committee, concurred in” this . pro- 
vision. 

In. both parties in Congress there its 
influential support of the provision. It 
is based on the belief that the vast ma- 
jority of the people of this country ex- 
pect that some method of’ arbitration 
will obviate a tieup of the railroads. 

But the railroads are the extreme illus- 
tration of the blow a national ‘strike 
could inflict .on the country, and the 
proposals at the labor conférence will go 
further than an agreement to exhaust 


every ‘possibility to prevent the indus- |. 


trial conflict which: a; strike represents. 
President Wilson, in calling the confer- 
ence, designated it as “‘a conference in 
which authoritative representatives of 
labor and those who direct labor will 
discuss fundamental means of bettering 
the whole relationship between capital 
and labor and puttf ig the whole ques- 
tion of capital and labor on another 
footing.”’ 


Primary Conflicts. 


What.is ‘‘ another footing’’ for the 


wage question? 

Among. the interests to - be repre- 
sented at the conference are three out- 
standing viewpoints, and these no doubt 
will be more clearly defined as the time 
of the meeting. draws near. . One is 
within the ranks of the employers, two 
within the ranks of labor. Among em- 
ployers, owing in large degree to their 
experience during the war, the opinion 
has been growing that wages must be 
Placed on another footing in the sense 
that the interest of the employe in the 
establishment, its welfare and success, 
must be increased if @ grave setback to 
American industry is to be avoided. Up 
to this time. the chief efforts of the. or- 
ganized workers have been concentrated 
on,raising wages and shortening hours. 
Their thoughts have not been on produc- 
tion. In.the earlier stage of the struggle 
between capital and labor, when there 
‘was considerable margin Ieft for wage 
advances, the direct interest of the 
worker in~production was not consid- 
ered so important. The case is different 
with wages at their present high point, 
and with the workers looking forward to 
stil! higher wages in the near ‘future. 
Many employers now realize that the 
only way to meet the wage demands is 
to increase production, and that this 
fact must be brought home to the 
worker himself. 

If the contest goes on as before some 
employers see this ahead. The unions, 
largely increased in strength, will con- 
tinue to demand increases in wages. If 
these are granted,. without any increase 
in production per man, first the profits

The carpenters’ strike is another one 
that bids fair to. become ‘national..’The 
inside carpenters, meaning those who do 
interior work, walked out’on July 1.

The idea is to people the stage with 
memibers of the idle rich.

@er a’ multimillionafre is allowed to 
play a really prominent. part, There 
must, be talk of hunting lodges, 
yachts, divorces, fashionable. portrait 
painters, men about town, clubs, and 
big-game hunting. All the splendid 
qualities ‘of. Town Tepics must be 
preserved at all. cost. The diglogue 
ghould, if possible, be sprinkled: with 
epigrams cut from old numbers of 
The Smart Set. And, above all, 
the scenes must be suggestive. The 
play must be-as sexual as pogsibie 
without inviting the attention of the 
preoccupied police. 

Mr. Chambers was beginnnig to do 
this sort of thing with disconcerting 
@ase when he vanished from the sight 
ef his own kind about ten_years ago. 
It -has since been assumed that his 
stories have had great vogue with 
gum-chewing s£hopgiris, who, perhaps, 
would also enjoy the new piece by 
Cosmo Hamilton. Indeed, *' Scandal "’ 
ts the sort of glimpsé at high society 
which used to be described as a serv- 
ant girl’s delight before. she had the 
movies to go to and her own car to 
go in. 

As one progresses through the ad- 
wenture of Beatrix Vanderdyke (va- 
Stously described as “ the Httle devil,” 


_™ the little witch,” or ‘* the betitch- 
fing little devil ’’) and Pelham Frank: 


lin, (the moody, masterful yachts- 
maan,) as the story unfolds of how she 
imvents a secret marriage, with him 
in er to sneak -out of a scandal 
and of how he calis her bluff, the 
gudience is regaled with such scenes 
as the one but faintly suggested by 
the following, transcript. _The scene 
is the studio of one York, a fashion- 
able portrait painter, to which the 
madcap heiress has gone late at night 
gnd uichapéroned: 

Béatrix—Isn’t there any one in the 
place? 

York—No. You and I are as human 
and alone.as Paul and Virginia. 

Beatrix (laughing and looking at 
Réim),-I thought you were going to 
gay Adam and Eve. 

York—I will, if—if you will make 
this the Garden of Eden. -

To some the second act, with its 
genuinely dramatic and quite startling 


.climax, will vaguely recall the big 


scene from ‘* The Gay Lord Quex,”’ 
‘but deponent,-politely attentive in the 
midst of a large, sniggering, and, it 
must be admitted, not greatly en- 
thusiastic audience last Monday night, 
was haunted only by memories 
of a travesty on-a Chambers romance 
which Franklin P. Adams wrote tur 
the Metropdlitan. Magazine ten years 
ago come, Michaelmas. It was called 
‘“* The Sparking Plug,"’ or something 
like that, and all has faded from an 
urfgrateful memory except the illus- 
tration by an imitation Wenzell, which 
showed a tall, “masterfu} man in eve- 
ning clothes and passionate, patent- 
leather shoes, leaning all over a slov- 
enly heiress. The caption, with its 
meat hit at all the salient Chamhers 
characteristics, deserves to rank with 
the burlesque Werdsworth line, 
A Mr. Wilkinson, a Clergyman, 

as one of the great, compact traves- 
ties in Mterature. That Caption, also 
a travesty in five words, was: 

“ Women Generally Obeyed Bleecker 
Rohuse eS 

“ Scandal ” ia quite weil played. To 

be sure, any world-weary person, feel- 
ing an inner need to scream with 


the old, conservative Vanderdyke fam- 
ily as embodied (and dressed) at the 
Thirty-ninth Street’ Theatre, but in 
the leading: réles, played by Charles 
Cherry and Francine Larrimore, the 
performance is uncommonly good. 
Miss Larrimore is the little witch, the 
little devil, the spoiled™ child of. the 
society columns, who is so frightfully 
bored that she insists on playing with 
what, in the Cherry dialect, is called 
**fa-ah.’* For all her physical awk- 
wardness and her strangulated diction, 
Miss’ Larrimore has a spark of the 
real fire—doubtless handed down from 
her illustrious grandfather, Jacob: Ad- 


ler. 
In such a piece as ‘* Scandal '’—or, 


indeed, in any role where the, main 
requirement is a personable fellow of 
dignity, manlinéess,-and breeding, Mr: 
Cherry is, and for many years has 
been, priceless. He is one of the by 
no means crowded group of actors on 
the American stage who can speak 
lightly of a yacht or ‘reminiscently 
of Harvard without the audience dying 
of incredulous laughter. He still acts 
with his hands pockéted, a gesture in- 
dicating both ease and restraint in the 
Cherry manual. As an embarrassing 
comedienne once observed, after play- 
‘ing opposite him for~a season, it is 
only at the supreme emotional climax 
of a play that Mr. Cherry takes his 
hand out of his pocket. Then he lifts 
it and strokes his back hair, at which 
moment the play may be said to have 
reached its pinnacle. 

Perhaps it ought to be specifically 
éxplained. that the little bréath of 
** Scandal ’’ vouchsafed above is a 
literal transcript from the play as 
written by Mr. Hamilton and played 
at the Thirty-ninth Street Theatre: 
It isn’t a travesty, devised with min- 
gied humor and vindictiveness. It

Think of the @ffect of all’this on the 
Soldier, the young mag who had been 
suddenly transplanted from his home 
and ‘friends’ to a strange Jand, amid a 
People speaking a language he did not 
understand, a people who lived- differ- 
ently, thought differently, and acted dif- 
ferently than he did! He was over- 
“~whelmed. People turned the best room 
in the house over to him, they sat him 
down at their table, and: gave him food 
that it was.forbidden.to buy in-the res- 
taurants, And they gave him wine to 
drink, a luxury he had probably never 
tasted before in his life. If he wanted 
jpomething stronger he could have that, 
too; for the asking. The soldier found 
hig; hosts ready and anxious to do any- 
thing “to please and humor him, 


His Attitude Not Surprising. 


-Isiit astonishing, then, that the Amer- 
iean soldier soon became ‘deeply im- 
pressed with his own importance? He 
was told on every side that he was the 
savior of France, that’Tis'coming meant 
victory and the freed of the world 
from a terrible menace. Is it astonish- 


to assert proprietary -rights. to these 
comforts. which: thé exigencies of war 
forbade him? He was acting In a per- 
fectly normal manner in assuming this 
attitude because he was important. He 
was the~most important factor in the 
war at that particular time. This state- 
ment {is true. from the military point of 
view. as well as that of morale, the mo- 
rale of the troops at ‘the front and of the 
civilian population behind the lines, .He 
was, the’ embodiment. of a. new torce 
whose Hmits were boundless, and’ that 
new force was the necessary element for 
victory. 

Let .us see some of the results of 
this new-found sense. of self-importance. 
The soldier ‘developed a confidence in 
himself and in the chin-whiskered Uncle 
he represented that was amazing. Fight- 
ing the boche was to him more of a 
sport or a lark than anything else. ‘He 
was not fighting to defend his ‘family, 
his home, or his native soil, but to show 
the German he could fight, and that, in 
competition with his allies, Frenchman 
and Briton,. he could fight. better than 
they could, even tholigh he was new at 
the game. He did -not consider for a 
moment that the Frenchman and Briton 
‘had been: att-tor over four years, that 
they were disheartehed and war weary, 
nor that the enemy they had been fight- 


straggle. Few thoughts of the strugglé,

dined Into his ears, the average Amer- 
ican is woefully lacking in knowledge of 
other countries and other peoples. He 
hatdly knew until the beginning of the 
war that the Old World existed, or at 
best he had ‘a hazy idea that. somewhere 
beyond the..seas there werg strange 
countries. fillet with foreigners. « The 
very, name..foreigner as he used it car- 
rie@ with ft a certain degree of oppro- 
brium, or at ‘inferiority. This feel- 
ing’ toward # “other beaples of. the 
world is the pied 6f-our)schoot ‘train- 
ing. We are ‘supported in our opinion 
by :the fact that thousands of these “‘ in- 
fertor ’’ foreigners come to our’ shores 
every year to benefit by the superior ad- 
vantages of gaining a livelihood” offered 
heré.* We bélfeyed that any one who did 
not.speak English or who did not speak 
it as we did, any one who did not wear 
clothes as we did, or any one ‘who did 
not think as we did was an inferior, to 
be looked: down upon and even ridiculed. 

Of all the .countries of Europe, we 
knew_ more of France and England be- 
foré the war than of any. others. Why? 
Ouf ‘school’ books taught us to love 
France Wecause of Lafayette and to hate 
England because of the accursed -red+ 
coat., Our: theatres -and ‘our novels 
taught us to believe that all Englishmen 
were, “* Bah Jovée.”’ individuals who wore 
monocies, and all Frenchmen were ridic- 
ulous in high hats and goatees. 

At the outbreak of war there developed 
throughout the United States a great 
thirst for, knowledge of Europe and the 
warring countries. To assuage this 
thirst books on the subject were hastily 
reprinted and spread broadcast; the 
newspapers and magazines were filled to 
overflowing with® articles. by those who 
kneW a little or “thought: they knew 
about England, ang: particularly about 
France and Belgium: “The “latter coun- 
tries were the first. to come to the fore 
in American thought. 

Our interest in- ‘Belgium was ition: 
larly whetted because our national sense 
of fair play found ite expression here, 
while the inbred’ feectitiy’ of sympathy 
and love for France proved a fertile 
field for propaganda. This ‘propagan- 
dism was begun~for the purpose of 
counteracting the - insidious; effects of 
enemy propaganda in -this’ cbuntry. It 
was aided greatly by those who shouted 
loudly from ‘the beginning for our entry 
inte the war..: It developed to/such a 
point that We soon began to look upon 
the-French as the famed crusaders of 
old,-with hearts of gold and arms of 
steel. We gave them superhuman qual- 

‘ities: We saw them incapable of. any 
of the baser characteristics of the genus 
man.’ The overwhelming welcome and 
r to Marshal Joffre on his visit 
to this country typified, the general sen- 
tim of America toward France and 
the: ‘French. For behind all the hero- 
worship lavished upon that genial gen- 
tlenian and his staff was admiration 
for :the nation ‘he represented, a nation 
, tora and bleeding): yet undaunted and 
fighting the most wonderful 
fh its history.

He had come 
to France to show everybody and any- 
body what the youth of America could 
do, and he was intent upon doing it. 

~ Here is another .result which, for- 
tunately, is not capable of universal ap- 
plication. The soldier, tiring of life at 
the front with all~its discomforts and 
dangers, made his way back without 
ermission to the town where he had 
first tasted the pleasures of hero-wor- 
ship. There hé pounded on, the first 
door he came to and demanded a bed. 
He got the best bed in the house. He 
demanded “‘ oofs.’’ and. other delicacies 
to which he had. been accustomed at 
home;- He demanded wine or -strong 
liquor, and he preferred the latter be- 
cause it fortified his self-confidence. 
And when he had eaten and drunk his 
fill he started out to show the people 
what a real American was like. 

Opinion Held by the French. 

This is an extreme case, I admit, but 
such occurrences did happen and. with 
such frequency that the people of France 
finally. began to wonder if they were 
not characteristic of the race. At one 
time in the Summer of 1918 there were 
close to 480,000 officers and men in 
France absent without leave from their 
organizations. There was, too, a grow- 
ing list of crimes charged. to the Amer- 
icans, murders and robberies, assaults 
and -rape. A draft army is. composed 
of all sorts, and because of the loose- 
ness of our discipline in the early days 
the worst element came to the fore. 

I once. asked..a\Frénch officer whom 
I knew intimately what: were the char- 
acteristics ot” the prec me soldier as 
he saw -him. : pk 

** Youri‘soldiers,’’. he ‘replied, ‘“have 
three principal -:characteristics — their 
youth, théir: complete disregard ‘of. dan- 
ger, and their love for hard liquor,’ 

I asked him to explain.these ‘three 
more fully. His.explanations are véry 
interesting. 

“Your army,’’ she. mid, “1s made up 
of young men, fall of all the Fohieaee 
and high spirits of.-youth. Compare 
your troops as. they march along the 
road to ours, most of whom are 6ld 
enough to be the fathers of yours. The 
Americans liayé a quickness of step. and 
a suppleness of body which to me is 
typical. of young. America. The war, to 
them, is not a serious matter, but rather 
@ sporting proposition, Then, watch the 
‘Yank when off duty. He is continually 
playing with the children. Your .sol- 
diers and our youngsters get along 
wonderfully together. I am at a loss’ 
just how to explain it. One explanation, 
which. may séem to’ you groan 4s

In the last ten years or so your Wild 
West ‘moving pictures and stories have 
had a great vogue in France, so that 
all the children know them.

The Doughbey’s Impressions.

ITH the national debt climbing 
toward the thirty billion mark 
and the cost of the necessaries 
of life 80 per cent. higher than 
before the great world war, seven million 
dollars worth of. diamonds are pouring 
into the country each month and are be- 
ing rapidly purchased by a gaping trade; 
millions of dollars are wagered daily at 
the race tracks; automobiles aré sold 
far in advance of the-factory output; 
Summer hotels, at rates ranging from 
$7 to $25 a day, have reaped the richest 
harvest of their existence; amusement 
resorts aré making plutocrats of their 
promoters; theatres are booking in ad- 
vance, and “the pursuit of happiness,” 
so innocently fostered in the Corstitu- 
ton of our forefathers, has become hy- 
steria with the luxury-loving part of our 
population. 
What follows is not a revelation of 





American prodigality. That is no new 
thing. It is simply a record of the high 
cost of luxury in connection with the high 
cost of living; a plain, strightforward 
annal of the dying Summer, the most 
extravagant season ever experienced on 
American soil. 

The Vice President of the United 
States began this story a fortnight ago, 
but was interrupted by his interviewer. 
Mr. Marshall. said with a delicate thread 
of sareacm that he had often felt 
tempted to go on strike because the 
pleasures of life now cost tee much for a 
man in “a lazy job” like his. Ap- 
parently, he said, the only remedy would 


be for a Vice President to strike for an. 


increase in salary. 

If- luxury and leisure have conspired 
to set a pace of money. spending hitherto 
undreamed of, this dissipation hitherto 
ascribed so exclusively to New York so- 
ciety has become diffused and general.

There is nothing sectional about the ex- 
uberance of today. Vacationists from 
the smaller cities of the South and West 
have vied with the man from Wall Street 
in the distribution of easily acquired 
wéalth. There. is nothing in it to re- 
kindle class hatred, ‘so effectually ef- 
faced during the period of the war, for 
the reason that there is “class” now 
among the masses. Railroad wage-earn- 
ers. boasted a two-million-dollar relief 
fund before hinting of a sttike. The 
man from the forge is buying diamonds; 
clerks bet a cool thousand on the races, 
and the farmer who has not already 
bought an automobile is planning to do 
so with.the singing of the next harvest 
song. 

Where does the money come from? 
That’s a question that borders on some- 
body else’s business. But there will 
be millions of Americans, ‘young and 
old, - male and female, who will be

Summer Season’s Record of Money-Spending by Americans Who Can Afford 
the High Cost of High Living 


saying good-bye to their Liberty bonds. 
Indeed, the activities of these papers in 
the bond market during the last few 
months have already been taken by as- 


tute and circumspect financiers as fur- 


nishing the explanation of the source of 
the rivers of gold which have been flow- 
ing about the pedestal of pleasure. | 
More than 350 splendid hotels have 
been planned for construction before 
next Summer in all ‘parts of the country. 
The building of many of them is already 
under way, the cost. ranging from $7,- 
000,000 down. Not a few of these luxuri- 
ous establishments will cost a million 
dollars, or thereabouts, each. It is in 
this field that much of the money has 
been and is being-spent. There is no 
better authority upon hotel conditions in 
America, perhaps, than Jack Ball, editor 
of the technical section of the Hotel Re- 
view. Mr. Ball has just returned from a 
tour of the country from coast to coast; 
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he attended on his outward journey the 
Greeters’ convention. in Portland, Ore. 
the Greeters’ being an association of ho- 
tel clerks who stand “out front” and 
greet the guests. Returning eastward, 
he was present at the hotel men’s show 


and convention in Chicago. He called. 


upon hotel men in St. Paul, Banff, Lake 
Louise, Vancouver, Victoria, Seattle, 
Portland, San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
San Diego, Grand Canyon, Albuquerque, 
Pueblo, Colorado Springs, Denver, Mani- 
tou, Wichita, Kansas City, St. -Louis, 
Chicago, Cleveland, and Rochester. 

All over the country Mr. Ball found 
a condition of prosperity for hotels never 
approached in the past. Particularly 
have the fashionable resorts of the West 
prospered, for there have been no rainy 
periods there to interfere with the busi- 
ness as ia the case of the Eastern hotels. 
“Although the hotel rates have been 
steadily advancing to keep pace with the 
high cost of living,” said Mr. Ba'l “the 
leading hotels of the country have found 
it difficult to find rooms for the tens of 
thousands of guests that have been com- 
ing in an unprecedented stream all Sum- 
mer long in every section of the country, 
and particularly at the Summer resorts.” 

In many parts of the country the 
overflows of motorists have resorted to a 
plan of accommodation over night which 
is a novelty in the hotel business, known 
as “the auto-camp.” On pleasure 
bent, they take with them tents and 
cots for themselves and families, and, 
finding no rooms at the hotels of a re- 
sort, they are directed to the nearest 
auto-camp. There they find a shed built 
in the woods for their automobiles, and 
a secluded place for pitching their tents. 
They sleep -in their tents and use the ho- 
tels for their meals and other necessities 
and pleasures like regular guests. 

It would: be impossible to estimate the 
fortunes that have been spent at the 
American Summer resorts during the 
season. The profits would be so be- 
wildering if put in strings of numerals 
they would be well nigh unbelievable. 
Let it go at this—American hotels have 
experienced their highest records of re- 
ceipts and profits, despite the high cost 
of living. ~ 

But the unparalleled elasticity of 
private-fortunes has perhaps been more 
wastefully revealed at the race tracks 
this year than elsewhere. It has been 
no uncommon thing for the attendance 
at the races to run above 25,000 a day. 
The price of admission at Saratoga was 
$8.80 for the club seats, $3.30 for the 
grand stand, and $1,50 and $1.10 for the 
field.

day. The tax on this sum was 10 per 
cent. But the gate receipts, great as 
they were at. Saratoga, form the small- 
est part of the evidence. It was the 
money that was wagered on the races. 
One of the foremost operators at the 
track was asked to estimate the amount 
of money that had changed hands one 
day when the betting was free. He put 
the figure at more than $2,000,000. 

And this is not all. To visualize the 
great American gambling scheme, one 
must be familiar with the fact that there 
are te’egraph wires at the track which 
connect every important city in the 
country with the sport. Each race is 
reported in detail over a great circuit of 
telegraph wires, and the tickers of the 
big cities chatter busily all the after- 
noon. Agents of handbook makers are 
ubi-~uitous to those on the “ inside.” 

The extent to which gambling on races 
has grown during the last Summer 
would shock the reformers responsible 
for having racing “ outlawed.” There is 
scarcely a sky-scraper, or office build- 
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ted for a Buyer 


ing, or store of great size in the largest 
cities of the country that is not visited 
every day by agents of the unseen and 
unseeable bookmakers. By the thou- 
sands, clerks and stenographers who 
cannot go to the track place their wagers 
with these visiting agents of the betting 
ring, and sometimes the trick is turned 
by telephone. A true sport’s word is as 
good as another man’s writing. There 
never has been any way of definitely es- 
timating the amount of money that is 
bet on the races daily. 

There has been a lot of other gaming, 
too, at Saratoga this year, apart from 
the races. Not as conducted in the old 
way, it is true—not as it was when Can- 
field's temple of chance was in full 
swing. But hundreds of thousands of 
dollars have been pivoted upon the turn 
of the cards, or upon the illusory cir- 
cumventions of the little roulette ball. 
Bridge and poker, likewise, have lost 
none of their charm at the Summer re- 
sorts because of the high cost of living. 
Don’t fancy for a moment that the 
players are exclusively from among the 
affluent and conspicuous families of 
New York. The truth is, that it has 
been a new crowd of unfamiliar faces 
at many of the resorts this year, 
people who have come from various 
towns and cities, and even from the 
farms, just as the old Southern planters 
used to gather at Saratoga cach 
Summer and bet their bales of cotton or 
barns of tobacco. The higher the cost 
of luxury, the deeper is the plunge, and 
this year there have been plungers from 
every walk of life. 

Something has already been told 
through the press of the increase in. the 
sales of jewelry since the war. Even 
now when remedies for the high cost 
of living-are being sought by the State 
and Federal authorities it is perfectly 
bewildering to view the crowds of pur- 
chasers of high-priced jewelry in the 
leading shops of this hitherto exclusive 
tradeé-People are buying diamonds who- 
nevertbotght them before and who know 
little@f their standardized value. 

“It has been one continuous Christmas 
season all Summer,” said 1. Edgar Will- 
son, editor of the Jeweler’s Circular, of- 
ficial organ of the National Jewelers’ 
Board of Trade, alluding to the trade. 

“ Nobody in the business has ever seen 
anything like it before. It is nothing 
short of hysteria, the way everybody is 
buying jewelry. And it is not cheap 
jewelry, either. It is the real jewelry— 
jewelry that enables one to carry a for- 
tune in one’s hand. _As all jewelers know, 
there have always been two main sea- 


sons of sale, Christmas and Easter, but 
there has been no let up at all this year. 
Men, women, and children of all condi- 
tions of life are putting money in dia- 
monds and other precious stones. 
Frankly, I do not believe it is entirely 
due to the vanity of wearing jewels. I 
believe many of these people who are 
now purchasing real diamonds are doing 
so with a view to investment, or saving. 
They have been made acquainted with 
the fact that a diamond will always hold © 
its value and pass current as cash. They 
know that a diamond can be pawned for 
cash on the spur of the moment to 
bridge over a tight pinch.» Economy 
during the war, perhaps, is putting its 
savings in jewelry instead of into the 
banks.” 

Not many of the yachts which were 
lent by men of wealth to the Gevernment 
during the war have as yet been put into 
commission.. This is. one luxury which 
has been handicapped by the high cost of 
everything. It required from $3,000 to 
$20,000 a month for upkeep of a yacht 
before the war, depending upon the size 
of the craft and the number of the crew. 
The wages demanded by sailors since the 
war are around $100 a month. One of 
the larger yachts, like J. P. Morgan’s 
Corsair, requires about forty members 
in the crew. The cost of feeding the 
crew, too, has increased three times over 
the former cost, while the cost of fuel 
and other necessaries of yachting must 
be added. 

A good many of the smaller yachts 
appeared at Larchmont and other meets, 
however, this season, and it is very im- 
portant to note that it isn’t the mere 
matter of cost that has kept the yachts 
out of this great game of extravagance. 
Orders have been placed with the de- 
signets for building new yachts which 
will keep them busy for’ more than a 
year to come. Included in these orders - 
are specifications for some very large 
and luxurious ones. Every yachtsman is 
making ready for the international 
championship races next year, and the 
money he would otherwise have expended 
on upkeep this Summer is-being put in- 
to preparations for extended indulgence 
in the sport next year. 

Pleasure, pleasure! Who can turn 
ehurlishly from all these contemplations 
of luxury and give heed to the cry about 
the high cost of living? Who can take 
seriously the wail of hard times when 
blacksmiths are joining the jeweled 
ranks? 

Is this the America that stopped 
everv wheel just one year ago when the 
Government needed gasoline? 
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The Crownless Crown Prinée and His Island 


A Conversation with Friedrich Wilhelm, Sometime Heir of the German War Lordship That 
Was to Have Ruled the Wide World 


By T. WALTER WILLIAMS. 


CCOUNTS of the visit of the ex- 
A Crown Princess of Germany and 
her children to Holland and _ their 
stay with the ex-Kaiser and ex- 
Kaiserin at Amerongen have introduced 
a certain variety into the newspaper sto- 
ries of what goes on at Count. Bentinck’s 
castle, where the sometime imperial Wil- 
hem exercises the avocation of wood- 
sawyer. The earlier report was that 
Princess Cecilie was going to join her 
husband, the ex-Crown Prince Friedrich 
Wilhelm, in his exile upon the Island of 
Wieringen. Later it was said that the 
Princess and her children would move to 
the ex-Kaiser’s new residence at Doorn. 

The fact is the four-story house in 
which Friedrich Wilhelm. has lived at 
Wieringen since November is hardly 
adapted for use as a family mansion. 
There is a dining room and a parlor on 
the ground floor and two bedrooms above. 
One bedroom, when | was there, was oc- 
cupied by the ex-Crown Prince and the 
other one by the two German officers 
who are keeping him company on the 
little island in the Zuyder Zee. The rooms 
are plainly furnished in Dutch oak and 
the -walls have been decorated with 
sketches drawn by the ex-royal tenant. 
There is no bathroom in the house, and 
the kitchen where the German chef pre- 
sides, assisted by Dutch servants, is 
situated in a small wooden house built 
in the front garden. 

The house itself was rented from the 
pastor of the village church for the use 
of the exile, and some plate and linen 
and glassware was added to the slendéF 
stock which was sufficient for the needs 
of the dominie. The German valets and 
the major domo, a tall resolute man who 
was a Sergeant major in the Prussian 
Guards and speaks as if he was in the 
regiment still, also have a room in the 
little square, brown painted outhouse. 

The ex-Crown Prince, when I saw him 
a few weeks ago, looked to be in far 
better health than. when I saw him in 
Berlin in the Summer of 1913. One leads 
a blameless life in Wieringen, and as he 
remarked to me, rather sadly, I thought, 
“ One has to.” 

He stands about 6 feet 2 inches, I 
should judge, in his shoes, and is well 
built. He was clean shaven and tanned 
by exposure to the sun and wind.

In all the countries affected by the 
Great War the question of the large 
profits of the few at the expense of the 
many has been closely entangled with 
the uppermost question in all of them— 
for the masses—the questicn of the high 
cost of living and its remedies or miti- 
gations. Even in France there have 
been profiteers and still more rumors of 
profiteers. P 
Paul Painlevé, who was President of the 
Council of Ministers during some of the 
darkest days cf the war, explains that 
in France at least the wealth of these 
profiteers is more apparent than real, 
and the orgy of spending which scandal- 
izes visiting foreigners in Paris is a 
symptom not of prosperity but a fever- 
ish sense of the insecurity of fortunes 
founded largely on war paper.

EAR the old Sorbonne, beside an - 
eighteenth century hotel, in a 


quiet and studious qiarter, lives 

Paul Painlevé, a former Pre- 
mier of the French Government. This 
reminds us that he is first of all a 
scholar: a celebrated mathematician at 
thirty years of age; member of the 
Academy of Sciences at thirty-nine— 
which is a record. He was one of the 
first to foresee the immense possibilities 
of aviation. In 1907 he flew with Wil- 
bur Wright, and for a long time held 


the record for two-seated machines with” 


seventy kilometers an hour. In 1910 he 
laid the foundations of the development 
of military aviation in the French Army. 

Elected as a Deputy from the district 
des ecoles, he was, from Oct. 28, 1915, 
to Dee. 12, 1916, Minister of Inventions; 
then from March 20 to Sept. 13, 1917, 
Minister of War; and finally, from Sept. 
13 to Nov. 13, 1917, President of the 
Council of Ministers. He had the re- 
sponsibility of the destiny of France dur- 
ing the darkest days of the war. 

“It was I,” said he, “who had the 
honor, as Minister of War, to welcome 
the entrance of the American troops 
into the war. I shall never forget that 
afternoon in June when I went to the 
station to meet General Pershing and 
the tremendous reception which Paris 
improvised for him. We studied the or- 
ganization of the ports of debarkation 
together, the means of transportation 
to the great camps, and I can say that 
no such magnificent. undertaking has 
ever been accomplished in so short a 
time and with such-perfect harmony.” 

“ What do you think, M. le President,” 
1 said, “ of the future relations between 
France and the United States? ” 

“They should be as close and as har- 
monious as during the war, only their 
nature is going to change. Economic 
«uestions are now predominant. Above 
all, at present, we have need of the 
financial and industrial support of 
America. Each of the two countries 
must apply itself to understanding the 
exact situation of the other. A great 
misapprehension exists in America con- 
cerning our financial situation.” 

I suggested that many of our. Ameri- 
can friends—even the most sincere of 
chem—imagined that the French State 
was bankrupt and that individual 
Frenchmen had got rich. 

“What a paradox!” cried M. Pain- 
levé. “For five years the greater part 
of the man power of our country was 
mobilized at the front; five million men, 
between the ages of 18 and 45, produced

since our mines, our foundries, and our 
mills were in part demolished, or were 
in the hands of the enemy. Consequent- 
ly, for five years France produced noth- 
ing which. represented real wealth. Her 
exports fell to insignificance in compar- 
ison with her enormous imports. She 
underwent frightful ravages qf war in 
the invaded regions; she was forced, for 
want of man power, to leave a part of 
her hinterland untilled. 

“And do not believe that the war is 
ended, today or tomorrow. It will take 
many months before the war industries 
are converted so as to turn out once 
more products necessary for times of 
peace. It will be many months before 
the demobilized soldiers have found use- 
ful employment, and during all} this 
period of transformation we must expect 
very serious economic ani social disturb- 
ances.” 

I said that no one in the world could 
deny that French production had been 
seriously enfeebled during these five 
years, or that it would remain relatively 
feeble for many years hence. “ But;” I 
asked, “ how does it happen that one has 
never seen so much money in the country, 
in the hands of a few people, and that 
they have been able to subscribe to 150 
milliards in war loans? That is what 
strikes foreigners and makes them be- 
lieve that our wealth is still great, only

“That,” said M. Painlevé, “is an il- 
lusion which we must disperse. These 
loans represent, in reality, a wealth 
which is quite ‘fictitious. Follow me 
carefully.” And, as-he drummed on the 
black-table with his fingers, he developed 
the following .propoxition: “Suppose 
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Fact and Fancy of War Profiteering in France

that the French State borrows a milliard 
from the nation; it offers, in payment 
for war products, a very much increased 
price in order to stimulate production. 
And this milliard finds itself immediate- 
ly reintroduced into circulation. But 
everything which the State pays so dear- 
ly for—cannon, machine guns, equipment 
of ell sorts—finds itself, after a few 
months, almost entirely destroyed. It 
is necessary to buy more. The State 
launches a new loan, and pumps the first 
milliard back into the Treasury to make 
new purchases, until the day when new 
destructions oblige it to fill new orders, 
which lead, in turn, to a new loan. The 
State pumps back the same milliard, and 
then throws it back into circulation by 
means of new payments. 

“ And so it goes. In this way, not tak- 
ing any account of the inflation of. the 
currency, if one repeats the operation ten 
times the State is ten milliards in debt. 
And what represents this debt? Scarcely 
a milliard of real wealth. The nine other 
milliards stand for shells and engines of 
war which have been destroyed. It is 
just as if the State owed ten milliards 
when it had only received one milliard.” 

“ However,” I objected, “the State 
must pay the interest upon these ten 
milliards, and not upon one milliard 
alone. That is precisely why our friends 
criticise our loan policy and reproach us 
for not having used a policy of taxation 
instead.” 

“ That would not be of any importance 
if the ten milliards in loans were equally 
divided among all the citizens, for each 
one would then receive from the State 
a return exactly equal-to the tax which 
he would have to pay to cover the fresh 
loans. Unfortunately, these milliards 


have been very unequally divided and 
‘have piled up in a few pockets.” 

“Why not seek them out and expose 
them, as our English neighbors have 
done?” I asked. ; 

“There,” M. Painlevé replied, “ comes 
in the difference between the two coun- 
tries, not only in their customs, but in 
their economic structure. Let us sup- 
pose a country of great commercial and 
industrial concentration. The ten mil- 
liards in loans have fallen into the hands, 
of a small number of individuals, or cor- 
porations. They would be easy to lay 
hands upon, and as the tax would be 
radically progressive, it would bring a 
huge return. But if, on the contrary, 
you suppose a nation of small manufac- 
turers, small merchants and small farm- 
ers, the milliards, even though unequally 
distributed, would still be divided among 
several million individuals. The war 
profits would then be very difficult to 
get at, and as each individual would 
have only a small profit, the percentage 
to pay as war tax would be very low 
and the yield in money very small. 

“It is this condition which explains 
the difference between the tax yield on 
war profits in England and France, 
which has shocked our friends so deeply. 
Our country is a country of small en- 
terprises, The majority of our great 
factories having fallen into the hands 
of the enemy following the invasion of 
the region in the north and the east, 
it became necessary for us to conten- 
trate our attention upon the small en- 
terprises in the interior to stimulate the 
production of small landed proprietors. 
And it is thus that the capital sent into 
circulation by the demands of war hax 
been scattered among a very great num- 
ber of possessors. In short, even sup- 
posing that the total of war profits had 
been equal in France and England, and 
that the tax scale had been the same, 
the return would not give the same re- 
sult. 

“You know,” M: Painlevé went on, 
“that our budget which was five mil- 
liards before the war, is going to be in- 
creased to twenty milliards. But if the 
earnings of the people have apparently 
tripled, it does not necessarily follow 
that the taxing power increases in the 
same progression. You must not for- 
get that. As a matter of fact, all the 
increased earnings in France are wiped 
out in advance by the heavy toil taken 
by the high cost of living. 

“So far we have reasoned ax if all 
the war loans had been made in France, 
and as if all the milliards pumped and 
repumped by the’State from the people 
had remained in the country; but it is 
not so. More than thirty milliards 
have been borrowed abroad, which rep- 
resents an absolute impoverishment. 
And we have not taken account, besides, 
of the enormous inflation of currency 
arising from the circulation of notes, 
which is actually six or seven times 
greater than before the war, and still 
growing because of the custom of em- 
ploying national defense bonds and loan 
certificates as a means of payment. 

“This excessive multiplication of fic- 
titious wealth would not have been very 
alarming if the commodities in circula- 
tion had increased in the same propor- 
tion, but these commodities have instead 
diminished terribly, particularly here in 
France, not only because of the enor- 
mous expenses of the war, but also be- 
causcof the actual destruction an the field 
of battle and the despoiling of our indus- 
trial power in the north and the east. 
When money tokens multiply as the true 
wealth they represent diminishes, the 
purchasing power of the money goes 
down— and down. it is for this reason 
that the enrichment of a few people, 
which appears greater, perhaps, in 
France than anywhere else, ix in reality 
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much less. The enormous quantity of 
notes in their hands is.the precise proof 
of impoverishment, and not of wealth; 
it shows that we have had a collapse in 
France more serious than in other coun- 
tries. The growing depreciation of our 
exchange in America and England is ade- 
quate evidence of that! 

“ Business goes on simply because the 
confidence of the public in the credit of 
the State is unshaken, but if a social or 
moral crisis occurred a situation would 
cesult analagous to the crisis of the 
assignats-during the Revalution.. Make 
no mistake about it, the spending and 
luxury which is observed by foreigners 
passing through Paris, far from indicat- 
ing wealth, indicates rather a ‘ distrust’ 
crisis. People spend their notes in haste 
because they are not very sure that they 
will be worth much tomorrow. This sort 
of prodigality, which has taken hold of 
the thriftiest people on earth, is an index 
of insecurity and perhaps the most 
alarming sign of the real poverty of the 
nation.” 

The suggestion was made that there 
had been for France one source of 
wealth, to which our friends attached 
great importance—the vast sums spent 
by the allied armies in the country. 


“Certainly, they are not negligible,” 


replied M. Painlevé, “but you must not 


forget that a’great part of the things— 


necessary to maintain the English and 
the American soldier was furnished him 
by his own country. And if his pur- 
chases were still considerable, what are 
they in comparison with the purchases 
of equipment, food, and other necessities 
which have teen made by us in America 
since 1914. The niisfortune, you see, is 
that these French purchases strike the 
imagination less. If one million foreign 
soldiers spend a hundred franes per man 
in-a few weeks in France this only 
makes a hundred millions which enter the 
country. But each one of these men, if 
he judges that the prices were too high, 
takes with him a bitter memory which 
he communicates to friends at home. 
Millions of Americans are heard speak- 
ing about our profits. But nobody 
speaks about the market given to Amer- 
ica by the French Government at enor- 
mous cost by reason of our urgent need. 
Of the hundreds of millions which have 
passed from France to America, none 
but a few of the initiated takes much 
account. Hence there is little enough 
talk about ‘ American profiteering.’

are precise and practical. Let them 
take the trouble to consider the differ- 
ence between thé money spent by their 
soldiers in France and the sums_spent 
by France in America, and they them- 
selves may judge if the American Army 
has enriched our country.” 

M. Painlevé ‘touched also on the 
charge that the French during the war 
paid too dearly for war materials; paid 
workers too much wages; bought wheat 
and cattle at too high a price, and thus 
contributed to the financial crisis which 
menaces us today. 

“That reminds me,” said he, “of the 
schoolmaster’s moral advice to the 
drowning child. Certainly, if in 1914, 
the Germans had given us six months 
to organize our war production we 
would not have incurred so great an ex- 
pense, but when, onthe 13th of Sep- 
tember, 1914, we perceived that instead 
of thirteen thousand shells a day de- 
manded by the high command, a hundred 
thousand, and soon two hundred thou- 
sand would be necessary; when we saw 
that instead of making war on the exist- 
ing output of explosives it was necessary 
to manufacture hundreds of tons of such 
explosive daily, and that without losing 
a single week under pain of succumbing

immediately, a single thought dominated 
the French Government: to adopt a 
method not less expensive, but more 
rapid, a method which would assure us, 
immediately, what was necessary to save 
the country. 

“To engage our industries in an un-~ 
dertaking which seemed almost madness 
in its magnitude, it was necessary to 
win their consent with tempting offers; 
to obtain the maximum production from 
the workers it was necessary to pay 
them well, especially since conditions of 
life were already becoming diffieult be- 
cause of the mobilization of so many 
men for military service. When other 
workers were called back from the front 
we could not treat them otherwise than 
those in the rear for fear of creating, in 
the same industry, jealousies and dis- 
sensions, which would react unfavorably 
on production. Certainly, if at this mo- 
ment, we had had six months’ leeway 
we would have requisitioned artisans, 
laborers, managers, and we would have 
been able to place them all at the service 
of the nation by virtue of patriotic ne 
cessity. But we would have needed an

Conspiracy of Silence Against Jazz 


Exponents of the True Poetry of Motion Seemed to Agree with That Young 
Author, Daisy Ashford, That Least Said Soonest Mended

AN anybody destroy. what does not 
exist? Assuming the non-exist- 
ence of disease is the first step in 
certain cures. Maybe it will have some 
effect on that negation of rhyth- 
mical sound and motion called “ jazz.” 
An interview with high authorities 
found at the recent New York conven- 
tion of the “ Masters” and “ Profes- 
sors” of dancing strengthens the hope. 

Certain afflicted towns have risen up— 
or got down on their knees—and begged 
the teachers of the classic and the social 
dance to help them curb jazzing. This 
is to be done partly by “ influence ” and 
partly by showing the benighted ones 
how much more joyful the artistic steps 
really are. 

Among the high priests and priest- 
esses of the art gathered in the Hotel 
Astor were Veronine Vestoff, a former 
associate of Pavlowa and Mordkin, and 
his wife, Mme. Serova. These two 
graciously undertook to answer ques- 
tions as to the campaign of the allies 
of grace against that crown prince of 
ugliness — jazz. But somehow the 
original . theme proved elusive. The 
dialogue developed in this fashion: 

‘“ Your convention has decided to put 
down or drive out or kill off or other- 
wise annoy the offensive type of social 
exercise now in vogue? ” 

“We are here to handle the classic 
dances.” 

The term “handle” in this connection 
puzzled the ignorant listener. “ Pedal ” 
or “ footle” would seem to be more apt. 
But these offhand criticisms are always 
wrong. For Mme. Serova went on to 
explain that the foot was only a detail in 
a comprehensive view of the art. 

“As the Russians have developed it 
the classic dance involves the whole body. 
The Italians were their teachers, but the 
Italians are too much inclined to stop at 
mere external arm or leg movements.”

“Veronine Vestoff is the son of 
Veronie Vestoff, who worked with the 
greatest dancers of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. He continues the great traditions 
and adds the best modern developments.” 
Modern developments was a good cue. 


It seemed to glide into the desired theme 
like a pas seul into a faux pas, as the 
initiate might say. 

“Do you believe that gradual educa- 
tion of the people will tend to eliminate 
false practices, such as the jazz?” 

“Of course those are social dances, 
but they are really unsocial in their na- 


ture.” This began to look like a discus-° 


sion of the subject to be discussed. But 
alas for human hopes! 

“We. did put on a popular modern 
dance at the end of one of our programs 
and the people went wild over it.” 

“ It was in ragtime,” added the almost 
completely silent Veronine Vestoff. 

Ragtime! Respectable, conservative 
ragtime, about which learned men are 
writing solemn essays to prove that it 
is America’s great contribution to the 
world’s rhythms. The frantic jazzer of 
today has forgotten it or, if he remem- 
bers, he calls it “ old stuff.” But to your 
true devotee of the classic art it is still 
in the doubtful stage. As for jazz, it 
doesn’t exist. Well, that may be the true 
method of extermination. The attempt 
to start a conversation on the thing that 
is not was abandoned. After that, talk 
flowed smoothly on. The morning ses- 
sion of the convention was just ending. 
To the strains of an old-fashioned dance, 
a coryphee flew down the hall. 

_“1 love the dreamy waltz!” cried 
Mme. Serova. 

“Can’t you bring it back?” 


“ People won’t take the trouble to learn 
the old steps now. The two greatest 
enemies to the spread of good dancing 
are laziness and the love of money.” 

“What has love of money to do 
with it?” 

“Teachers can make the quickest 
profits by forming classes in the newer 
steps and they drop serious work. The 
trouble is not with American tempera- 
ment.” 

“ Americans are very quick and clever 
at learning the true art,” assented 
Vestoff. 

_ “It is our ambition,” went on his wife, 
“to found a great theatre devoted to the 
pure art of dancing, like the Royal Thea- 
tre of Moscow. Then we could present 
the dance as it should be presented, with- 
out compromise.” ° 

In a further discussion of the profes- 
sional ballet dancer as a familiar figure 
in Europe, reference was made to the 
paintings of Degas. 

“Degas has helped by showing the 
public what hard, serious work has -to 
be done to prepare for the result that 
looks so easy. But he has done harm by 
taking away some of the glamour. 
Glamour is the essence of classic dancing. 
It must be guarded jealously. I was at 
a country house not long ago and they 
insisted on my giving something to 
amuse the guests. I finally yielded, but 
I felt all the time that it was wrong. 


As for Jazz, It Doesn't Exist. 


The audience was all about me. To pre- 
serve glamour there must be distance.” 

At last the answer had been given. 
If there is one thing the dance of the 
moment lacks it is distance. Distance, 
enchantment, glamour. And without these 
it can never hope to snare the favoring 
attention of those to whom the dance, in 
spite of all the hurly-burly, yet lives a 
glory and a gleam in the ideal vision of 
art. 

The turn of the taciturn Veronine 
Vestoff came in the afternoon, when he 
gave the assembled music teachers a few 
exercises in classic motion. This is a 
language he knows. It cannot be reduced 
to words. Glissade, chassée, capriole, 
pirouette—these are only the actor’s 
cues; the motion is the thing. 

Behind the teacher as he went through 
his woven paces were the assembled 
“ masters ” and “ professors.”

She wore 
a few more clothes than he demanded, 
but very few. 

Here was the languishing, willowy 
Southern type of girl, the kind one sees 
by the rosebush in-front of porticoed 
white h in r tic magazine illus- 
trations. Beside her the snappy business 
man in a severe sack suit. A brother of 
old Jack Falstaff was there, too, yet as 
light on his feet, for all his bulk, as the 
late “ Diamond Jim” Brady. There were 
New England schoolmarms of the tradi- 
tional mold among the dancing peda- 
gogues. And sad-eyed, unfulfilled poet- 
esses of motion, very like the pathetic, 
rejected haunters of -the literary purga- 
tory. 

Yet here, incongruous as were the ele- 
ments, an irresistible force drew the 
strange particles together for the magic 
moments while the pianist played. They 
danced. Some with a heaven-born grace 
and others in spite of hindering flesh. 
They danced. There was a flash of such . 
giamour as would transform the jazzer 
into an artist if he could feel it in his 
soul. But maybe the jazzer has no soul.

HIS ix the true history of the 
f¥ building of “ The Residence,” No. 

13-by-the-Pool, Stockbridge, Mass. 
Its name, mark you, registers the im- 
portance it holds in the minds of its 
owners. An altogether charming log 
cabin, situated in one of the prettiest 
spots in the Berkshire woods, it is 
chiefly interesting because it was built 
by two New York women, Miss Gertrude 
Robinson-Smith, President of the Vaca- 
tion Association, end Miss Miriam 
Oliver, another officer of the same or- 
ganization. 

Donning overalls und working week- 
ends, twelve hours a day on Saturdays— 
and, yes, Sundays—they spiked the big 
heams, sheathed the sides, and put the 
shingles on the steep roof in just thirteen 
weeks, amid admiring comment of pre- 
viously doubting relatives and uncertain 
friends. 

“Wasn't it hard work for women? 
Aren’t you worn out?” are the ques- 
tions that are asked even now, and “ The 
Residence” has been completed a full 
month. 

“Yes, it was hard work,” says Miss 
Kobinson-Smith. “Just laying that 
double floor, paper-lined and of hard- 
wood, was a terrific task. We used to 
get dead tired, but do we look used up?” 

Miss Robinson-Smith is of the out- 
door type, a crack chauffeur, driving her 
own automobile, more of the outdoor 
woman than Miss Oliver, whose slender 
hands apparently could not drive a nail 
straight, to say nothing of spiking a 
beam. 

It is a story, the way “The Resi- 
dence” came into being, in these days 
when many of us are dreaming of a 
farm, a camp, a bungalow, or even a 
little suburban place to raise a few flow- 


ers and vegetables. Mr. Robinson-Smith, 


the father, had purchased a 150-acre 
place two miles out.of Stockbridge, 
where a big house had been put up in 
old-time style, with all modern impreve— 
ments grafted on to the little old-time 
farm buildings. “The Residence” 
started as a wild-flower garden, which 
Miss Robinson-Smith and Miss Oliver 
thought it would be fun to plant. 

“Why, yes, you can do it,” agreed 
Mr. Robinson-Smith, casually, when 
asked about it. “Only choose some out- 
of-the-way spot, where it won’t be seen 
and where you won't spoil my place.” 

This impression, with its uncompli- 
mentary consideration of the gardening 
talents of the two young women, they 
accepted. The spot they selected was as 
lovely a corner as could be found in the 
Berkshires, and every one knows how 
lovely that may be. It was a place of 
pine, hemlock, spruce, birch—a wide va- 
riety of trees—and great clusters of lau- 
rel bushes, rocks and ferns on a low hill- 
side, and a brook several feet wide 
through the centre. 

The new tenants accentuated the beau- 
ty they had found. They discovered the 
man who cultivates wild flowers, and 
they set out 4,000 plants. There was a 
little marshland in one low place near 
the brook, and as filling it did not seem 
to be successful they made a pool. With 
stone and cement they built down into 


the ground a three-foot walt, forming: a 


big circle, half one side, half the other 
side of the brook. This they dammed at 
the lower line of the circle. The pool 
filled and a pretty little waterfall ran 
over the dam. They filled,in around the 
outside of the pool, and planted cardinal 
flowers and forget-me-nots. It was all 
lovely. In the afternoons the setting sun, 
the trees, and the hillside were mirrored 


tkere. People began to take notice. The | 


gardening talent of the amateurs rose to 
somewhere around par in the opinion of 
relatives and friends. 

Friends of Miss Oliver sent up lilies of 


~the valley from her old home in the 


South, and they were planted in the 
woods. There were many roses, too, but 
all of them wild roses. ; 

“It was the hardest kind of work,” 
says Miss Oliver. “There were rocks 
everywhere. We did not work with lady- 
like little garden utensils. We took pick- 
axes and crowbars. You never knew 
whether you were going to dig down to 
some big rock or to innumerable little 
ones.” 

The garden was a success, as has been 
indicated, and last April one of them 
said: “If we only had a house there! 
Wouldn’t it be fun to build a house our- 
selves? ” 

Leslie Oliver, the part owner’s brother, 
designed “ The Residence,” and went up 
one Saturday and Sunday and worked on 
it. The two young women thereafter 
worked every week-end, and Miss Rob- 
inson-Smith took a whole week off in 
June for the job. There were a few 
things they could not do. They could not 
lift heavy beams and joists, nor the big 
bark-covered slabs, twenty-five feet 
long, that covered the outside. So they 
got one carpenter, who was their guide, 
guardian, and friend throughout the 
work. But the main task was theirs. 


Monnot, “an adorable Frenchman,” 
Miss Robinson-Smith calls him, who had 
worked on the big house, did the heavy 
work, lifting and carrying, while they 
acted as second men. There were four 
Italians who put up the big chimney, 
made from stones gathered near by; also 
the mantelpiece, severl feet long, of blue- 
stone. The firestones inside came from 
an old furnace in Vanduesenville. The 
extra men worked eight hours and went 
home. The women worked twelve hours. 

There were other differences in their 
work frem that of the union labor men. 
Every day at 5 o’clock the butler came 
over with tea and bread and butter. But 
they built the house—or most of it. 

Everybody in the region was interest- 
ed. The lumberman who furnished the 
material for “ The Residence ” came him- 
self from Great Barrington to deliver the 
lumber, and brought his wife and daugh- 
ter. Monnot’s wife and daughter came, 
and the Stockbridge people wandered out 
each week to see how the work was pro- 
gressing. 

The house has one large main room, 
18 by 25; nine windows, exclusive of two 
tiny ones in the peak of the roof for 
ventilation; two doors, and a long piazza 
running the full length of the building. 
It was intended to have only one room 
originally, but the women found, as 
builders usually do, that their ideas 
grew with the development of their 
house. The big room was too good to 


‘cook’ in, so a small 10 by 12 kitchen was 


added at one side, and into this was 
brought water from the brook. 

Over the inside walf8 of boards the 
owners, before the sheathing was done, 
put burlap. Over this went the sheath- 
ing, then a paper before the final rough 
wood slabs were put on. The floor, 
which Miss Robinson-Smith pronounced 
a “terrific task,” was made first with a 
layer of boards put dn diagonally, then 
paper, then straight hardwood. The 


. 


beams and rafters were toned to a 
. soft old color with. concentrated am- 
monia, and the inside of the peaked roof 


itself got a soft-colored stain. The roof” 


was made with sheathing and paper un- 
der the shingles. 

Every one who is interested in putting 
a new house into shape will like to know 
what is in this one. The brass andirons 
in the fireplace are old ones, which had 
been in Miss Oliver’s family for 200 
years, Their brass ball tops are as big 
as a baby’s head. A central candelabrum 
of wrought iron from an old house in 


England has deep orange-colored candles - 


in it, and there are sconces on the wall 
to match. Lenox furnished eight old, 
hand-painted, wooden chairs, which had 


~ been in the Worthington family from the 


days of the Revolution. The mahogany 
table in the centre of the room is 150 
years old. There is an old haircloth and 
mahogany. sofa. A quaint maple desk 
stands near. Three little bedside tables 
are alongside three comfortable couches. 
Old leather Chinese cases or trunks, 
lacquered and gilded, take the place of 
bureaus, with layers of lavender at the 
bottoms to kill the leather odor. Smaller 
Chinese boxes on each stand hold—and 
conceal—toilet articles. One corner is 
called the’ dining room. There are 
shelves, with the china and pottery, 
Wedgwood, lustre, and some of the first 
old New Jersey glass of an aquamarine 
shade. Fine old Italian filet decorates 
the dining table when there are guésts, 
but the painted oilcloth is for family use. 

The kitchen has an ordinary four-bur- 
ner oil stove. The only deal table in the 
house is there. Two cedar closets are 
lined with tin to keep out field mice and 
other marauders. All the doors of the 
house are of the double Dutch style, 
and they have the old strap hinges and 
old-time latches of wrought iron. There 
are rag rugs on the floors, and an old 
banjo clock tells the time. 

The establishment is not without the 
live stock necessary to make a real 
home. Miss Robinson-Smith has a black 
Aberdeen terrier, “Heshe,” and~- Miss 
Oliver a snow-write Sealyham terrier, 
“Silly.” A pair of kittens complete the 
list of occupants.

The 
usual formalities and aloofness speed- 
ily broke down on trains. which 
moved regardless of schedules, which 
might or might not reach their ad- 
vertised destinations, and on which the 
travelers were packed with little regard 
to decency, much less comfort. After 
one has had to apologize the one-and- 
twentieth time for stepping on one neigh- 
bor’s feet and for poking another in the 
stomach, and has received reciprocal 
apologies from them, the necessity of 
producing letters of introduction or even 
visiting cards loses force. Misery is said 
to love company; it certainly loosens 
tongues. 

Nowhere was this more abundantly 
illustrated than on the trains on which 
I traveled through the ‘Central Empires. 
People with heavy, solemn faces, from 
whom one never would have expected a 
word of interest, became astonishingly 
eloquent under the impulse of imparting 
their reactions to the strange trials and 
moving experiences from which they had 
just emerged, For there were no ordi- 
nary travelers in those days. People did 
not wait in line through whole days and 
nights to buy tickets for pleasant ex- 
cursions. There were no gay friends to 
see them off and no smiling faces to 
greet them at the end of their journeys. 
Travel, like life itself, was a serious

An extraordinarily pretty girl, with 
large blue eyes and a lot of dark reddish 
golden hair, came into the compartment 
of the train to Berlin.

beside me into which the newcomer was 
able to squeeze. 

Not only her beauty, but her features, 
her carriage and the way she wore her 
clothes aroused a mighty interest in me. 
I had never seen the like outside of my 
own country. Yet what could bring an 
American girl into the heart of the 
enemy country? The only Americans 
supposed to be there—or who had any 
right to be there—were those on official 
business, and women, even the old 
ones, had not been chosen for this. I 
was relieved when, in answer to a ma- 
tronly neighbor, she spoke a few words 
in pure, unmaccented German, but a mo- 
ment later she spoke equally flawless 


French to a young woman who peered 


into the compartment. My curiosity 
could not be constrained longer. 

“ Fraiilein,” I remarked, speaking the 
language of the country, “pardon my 
curiosity, but you look like one of my 
countrywomen.” 

“TI am,” ‘she answered With a smile, 
speaking American English. “I was 
born in Chicago.” 

A remarkable story followed my re- 
quest for an explanation... She had been 
born in Chicago during the visit of her 
parents to the World’s Fair in 1893. 
They had carried her back to their home 
in Petrograd and her birth on American 
soil was regarded only as a curious inci- 
dent until the Bolshevist upheaval, and 
the subsequent assault upon the well-to- 
do, gave it a seeming importance as a 
possible means for obtaining the protec- 
tion of. America’s representatives in the 
Russian capital. Unfortunately, these 
representatives were having all they 
could do in getting out of the country 
Americans respecting whose nationality 
there could be no dispute. They felt 
unable to take up a claim of citizenship 
from one who had never advanced it be- 


fore, even though she looked and, be-- 


cause she had had an American teacher 
of English, talked like an American. 
She admitted the justice of this posi- 
tion and there was even a glint of humor 
in her eyes as she spoke of it; but she 
recollection of the desperate straits 
which had induced her to make her ap- 
plication for assistance soon drove every 
thought of humor away. I cannot re- 
member ever being so thoroughly gripped 
by the emotions of--another as I was 


. while I listened to this young woman’s 


story. 
The Bolsheviki were not always con- 


tent with the property or even the livex 
of the bourgeoisie, and among those in 
power was one who cast covetous eyes 
on her. Her father was dead—not that 
he could have protected her had he been 
alive—and she and her mother were 
without friends or influence among the 
Reds. Escape there appeared to be none 
and her freedom from slavery lay only 
in the fact that the particular brute 
who was after her had been kept very 
busy with affairs of State. But the 
evil moment was only being delayed— 
and one bitter Winter’s night word was 
conveyed to her that it would not be de- 
layed beyond the morrow. She was 
bundled into a sleigh by her distracted 
mother, there was a tragic moment of 
parting, and then she was driven rapidly 
through the dark and dangerous streets 
and out into the frozen, wind-swept coun- 
try. Before the dawn she had found a 
temporary shelter in the home of a kind- 
ly peasant. 

Her destination was Odessa, where the 
family had friends, but it seemed absurd 
to imagine that she would ever get there. 
Her only chance lay in traveling by 
night and finding trustworthy people 
who would give her food and shelter in 
the daytime. Often she had to hide in 
barns and outhouses, where she almost 
froze. Continually she was haunted by 
the fear that the peasants, fearful of the 
vengeance of the Bolsheviki, might be- 
tray her or render her helpless by~ rob- 
bery, for it was impossible to hide the 
fact that she carried with her large 
sums of money, needed to pay the men 
who risked their lives in driving her 
from village to village. She had many 
narrow escapes from bands of marauders 
and fled from several shelters whose 
owners aroused her suspicion. But for- 
tune was with her. After three months 
of hardships and terrors which would 
have destroyed one less vigorous in mind 
and body, she reached Odessa and wax 
taken into the home of her friends. 
Here, too, she received word that her 
mother had escaped through Finland and 
was safe in Berlin. Then came the Bol- 
shevist descent upon Odessa and another 
flight. 

This time -she was not alone. Her 
protectors had to flee also, and there 
was a man to take some of the burdens, 
at least. Across the Black Sea and 
down to Constantinople they fled, and 
thence up through the bloody and dis- 
tracted Balkans; often hungry, often 
without shelter, always harassed by fear 
of roving guerrillas; constantly delayed 
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“That's the only union flag to fly on that building” 


by official hesitation to permit them to 
travel upon passports issued by repre- 
sentatives of a Government no longer 
existing, which was all they had to rely 
upon. Another three months had been 
consumed between Odessa and Germany. 
It would be more than half a year be- 
tween her abrupt departure from her 
mother and their reunion.

“This cannot be called exactly pleas- 
ant,” remarked my neighbor, “ but I have 
traveled worse.” 

We were coming up to Vienna from 
Budapest in a train that was creaking 
and grinding for lack of oil, that was 
unpainted without and unswept within 
and packed to the doors with unfortunate 
humanity. The speaker and I were 
wedged together in the corridor of a 
third-class carriage, although we had 
paid for first-class accommodation. His 
observation had fellowed my apology for 
digging into his ribs. 

There was a violent lurch, during 
which we mutually clutched and stepped 
on each other’s feet and then, just to be 
polite, I said that anything in the way 
of travel worse than what we were ex- 
periencing would tax my imagination. 

“TI was in Manchuria tn midwinter,” 
he replied, “and traveled three days in 
a train that had all the windows broken. 
There vas no heat and no food. At one 
of the stations a Chinaman forced his 
way into my compartment, which was 
already overcrowded, and insisted that 
his tickets entitléd him and his family 
to stay there. We were too exhausted to 
protest, and presently he hoisted in a 
whole row of_women and children. These 
he placed indiscriminately in our laps. I 
got a baby, which I had’to hold to keep 
it from toppling on to the floor. -It 
stayed with me fer eight hours. Next to 
me sat the grandmother, smoking a long 


pipe continuously and emptying the hot 
ashes at intervals on my overcoat. 

“I had become so indifferent to every- 
thing by that time that I did not even 
remove the ashes. Another Chinaman 
died, but nobody cared. At 1 o'clock in 
the morning of the fourth day I changed 
to another train. We were in China 
then, and I was able to get something to 
eat. At the first town of any size I got 
out and went to a hotel. My right side 
was paralyzed. I stayed in a hot bath a 
whole day, which did me some good, but 
I wasn’t able to get about for two 
weeks.” 

. * . 

Will we ever be able to understand the 

Russians? One day I met a man who 


had lived among them and explained the 
excesses of Bolshevism by the assertion 
that suffering and death were regarded 
by the average Russian with a stoical in- 
difference incomprehensible to the Occi- 
dental world. Centuries of contact with 
the Orient, and an equal period of repres- 
sion, of acquaintance with the knout and 
other forms of torture had induced cal- 


lousness. A few days later I came across. 


an Austrian surgeon who had served in 
hospitals along the Hungarian frontiers 
and had had experience with Russian 
prisoners of war as nurses, They were 
enemies, so what he said was naturally 
not colored by sympathy. 

“T used many different nationalities,” 
he said, “and found the Russians the 


ee 


gentlest and most lovable. Their pa- 
tience was inexhaustible and their kindli- 
ness to their worst enemies_was simply 
indescribable. Nothing that I asked them 
to do was too much. They taxed their 
endurance to the limit and never mur- 
mured. I have seen them handle pa- 
tients with a tenderness and care that 
one would expect only from a trained 
woman. Our own people were good 
nurses, and so were the Italians, The 
Rumanians were the worst. The Hun- 
garians were too proud to do all that 
was required. But the Russians—splen- 
did, handsome, blonde giants—were al- 
ways dependable, always good-humored, 
always ready to help, by day or by 
night.”

HAT American army organiza- 

tion was the first to land a 

shell on enemy territory in 

the last war? Historians may be 
left to fight out the answer in their 
battle of the books which always follows 
the other kind of warfare. The 44th Ar- 
tillery, C. A. C., now stationed at Fort 
Totten, L. I, makes a pretty strong 
claim for that honor. 
present claim upon public interest is the 
vocational training the regiment is giv- 


ing its men—training which prepares . 


them to fight for a living after the 
period of enlistment is over. 

“Do you think a boy will have any 
trouble in getting a good job after he 
learns to drive our tractors?” asked 
Colonel A. L. Rhoades, the regiment’s 
commander. Then for answer he offered 
his latest party of visitors a demonstra- 
tion ride on one of the machines that 
pulled the big guns to the front in time 
to deliver that famous first shot at the 
Germans. The visitors accepted. Yet 
unusual courage need not be ascribed to 
them, for their ideas of the devilish po- 
tentiality of any soulless medium of mo- 
tion were limited to such childish toys 
as the Coney Island shoot-the-chutes or 
loop-the-loop railroads. An artillery 
tractor begins where all such things 
leave off. 

The chauffeur, explained Colonel 
Rhoades, had had only two months’ 
training. He added that the practice 
ground was ideal, because it possessed 
such a wonderful assortment of inequal- 
ities—otherwise known as oumps, thank- 
you-marms, mudholes. What he did not 
explait was that his infiocent-looking 
*prentice at the helm knew how to give 
these obscure geographical ups and 
downs the full dynamic value of the 
Grand Canyon and Pike’s Peak, shaken 
together. Shaken is too homeopathic a 
word, but let it pass. Every square 
yard of ground might as well have been 
graded specifically to create a passenger 
panic. If the road were comparatively 
smooth for a few paces and sighs of re- 
lief could be heard above the rattle of 
the iron caterpillar, the animal would 


suddenly spin around on one hoof, buck: 


and come down in a dense impenetrable 
wood, headed straight for two trees just 
far enough apart to see through. But 
somehow those trees would step aside 
the instant before the tractor’s tread 
struck them. How did that bey know 
they were going to step aside? Well, 
that’s one of the things they teach at 
Fort Totten. 

The war interrupted the training 
period of a good many young men. Some 
of these are staying on in the army and 
the Government is ing the respon- 
sibility of carrying’ forward their devel- 
opment. They will be better soldiers for 
it during the process and better civilians 
afterward. Moreover, reximents like the 
44th that have room for more men must 
hold out to possible recruits the as- 
surance that time spent in the army will 
not be lost. A soldier can begin practi- 
cally at whatever level he may have at- 
tained—and go on climbinz. 

Some of the boys can scarcely read or 
write. Fort Totten offers courses in 
penmanship and the mosi intimate daily 
association with the A B C’s. History 
and geography are taught, and, above all, 
mathematics and astronomy. For the 
whole science or art of big gun shooting 
consists in figuring out how to hitch 
your muzzle to a star.

In the same building are well-equippea 
plumbing and carpenter shops.

“ Ever do anything like this before the 
war?” he asked.

Swine, near Stettin, slept on some of 
these beds, and told me that they used 
to curse the German prison camp regu- 
larly every night and then cursed the 
beds filled with the Zuyder Zee seaweed 
separately. The island is six miles long 
and three wide, and has 3,000 inhabitants 
living in eight villages. The largest is 
Hippolytushoef, which has 1,200 people, 
two hotels, an electric light plant and 
two garages. Americans who are fond 
of taking long walks along straight, 
dusty, white country roads would enjoy 
themselves’ enormously at Wieringen. 
The country is so flat that any tall 
object like the steeple of the village 
church stands out so clearly that it does 
not look more than what is popularly 
termed a stone’s throw away. Acting 
under this belief, I started to walk from 
Hippolytushoef-to Oosteriand in order to 
see the former Crown Prince, whose 


house stood beside the church which 
towered above the plain. It was three 
miles in a blazing sun and three miles 
back, all on foot, because there were no 
automobiles to be had in that village and 
the post cart had gone. 

The people of Wieringén are the 
cleanest on earth, I believe. The way in 
which the servants dust and hustle in 
front of the houses in the early morning 
is enough to make the ordinary man tired 
just .to look at them.’ They not only 
scour the white doorsteps, red ochre the 
bricks at the side, wash down the side- 
walk, and polish the brass knocker and 
door knobs until they could be easily 
used as mirrors for shaving purposes, 
but they get a long-handled mop with a 
pliable bamboo extension which enables 
the active Dutch girls to wash down the 
front of the house as high as the second 
story. If it is a store they wash the blue 
and white enameled zinc signs, too. 

American who arrive at Ewijcksluis 


in automobiles and ship them across to 
Wieringen on the post boat are re- 
garded by the Dutch officials and the 
islanders with suspicion, as they believe 
that a plan has been made to kidnap the 
royal exile from Oosterland and they do 
not wish him to leave. It is the first 
time they have ever had a celebrity on 
the island, and on holidays and Sundays 
the post boat is crowded with young 
Dutch people on their way to see what 
the ex-Crown Prince looks like. The 
journey to Wieringen has become quite 
popular as a wedding trip during the 
summer, for the hotels at Hippolytu- 
shoef are clean and comfortable and 
fairly reasonable compared with those of 
The Hague and Amsterdam. 

When he is not motorcycling along 
the roads or sketching on the beach, the 
ex-Crown Prince plays handball against 
the wall in the garden of the pastor’s 
house, which interests the villagers but 
is slow for him, he said.

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An Instructive Sculpture Exhibition 


HE sculpture exhibition that has 
| just opened at Hartsdale is more 
than a collection of sculpture; it 
is a lesson in the art of showing 
art. Many people who were visitors to the 
World’s Fair at Chicago have forgotten 
the date of the exposition, its authentic 
title, and the commemorative function 
assigned to it; but no one who saw the 
White City that rose as though by magic 
on the shore of Lake Michigan will for- 
wet the beauty of its aspect or the im- 
pression it made upon. the astonished 
public. The public was astonished be- 
cause nothing in the way of a city plan 
had before been applied. to an exhibition 
in this country. Artists had had nothing 
to dc with such matters, and the unini- 
tiated person would not suppose it made 
muck difference whether artists were 
called in or left out. The difference it 
made has not been dimmed in the public 
mind by the quarter of a century that 
has passed since the city was destroyed 
znd its beauty turned to dust. Much of 
the beauty was not beautiful. The archi- 
‘tecture had very weak spots; the sculp- 
ture was not of the finest; but the indi- 
vidual works were placed in an appro- 
priate setting, and with a more or less 
exacting consideration of the relation 
between the parts of the whole plan. In 
2 word, it was a plan and not an acci- 
dent, an artistic plan and not a conmimer- 
cial advertisement. Its fame as a picture 
survives the remembrance of any individ- 
ual exhibit within the grounds. 

In 1901 Buffalo did it, but not quite 
so impressively. Buffalo’s fair was a 
Pan-American Exposition, and geogra- 
phy somewhat interfered with art. It 
was appropriate from a_ geographical 
point of view to have the decorative ele- 
ments of the scene “ Latin American” in 
style, inclining to Spanish Renaissance. 
Instead of a White City we had a “ Rain- 
bow City,” and colonnade and minaret 
affirmed themselves somewhat insistent- 
ly against the northern background. 
But the exhibition was even more con- 
sistently a plan than its forerunner, and 
its subordinate sculpture plan lent to 
the grounds, adorned by more than a 
hundred sculpture groups, a dignity that 
could not seriously be impaired by fail- 
ure in some of the individual exhibits, 
and that certainly could not have been 
gained by a haphazard arrangement. 

The exhibition at St. Louis so much 
delighted Henry Adams that he thought 
it would not have been hurt by the total 
absence of exhibits. This is the lesson 
of three great exhibitions and of those 
more recent that have followed in the 
sume path: © An exhibition is successful 
in proportion as it is built upon a fine 
design. If it is beautifully designed it 
can do with a minimum of beauty in the 
objects to display which it exists, but if 
it is fortunate enough to include only 
such objects as are worthy of their set- 
ting it is doubly secure of the tribute of 
remembrance. 

The artist who plans an exhibition 
has the same problems as other artists. 
He has to consider a general effect in 
which a certain part is played by given 
details. If he has a mind equal to space 
composition, if, that is, he is an artist 
and not mereiy a craftsman, he will 
command his details and not permit them 
to command him. How often in religious 
pictures of the fifteenth century we see 
how the artist has yielded to prejudice 
and tradition and spoiled his beautiful 
composition by placing the “ Madonna 
and Child,” or the saints he is trying to 
portray in the most conspicuous place in 
the foreground, instead of letting them 
play into the design without endangering 
its organic unity. And how often, from 
avery different motive, in our gallery 
exhibitions individual works of art are 
forced into a prominence that not only 
impairs the effect of the exhibition as 
a whole, but actually detracts from the 
impression made by the object itself. 

In spite of the obvious -advantage-to~ 
the Chicago, Buffalo, San Francisco, and 
other large exhibitions of.the eare-given—-

to the design, the small occasions that 
recur each season in the field of art sel- 
dom have been accorded a similar ad- 
vantage. The Hartsdale Exhibition is a 
promising exception, having been planned 
as a whole with the background as im- 
portant as any element in the picture, 
and with a happy variety of appeal. It 
is a remarkably pleasant background of 
trees, grass, and flowers, and the exhibi- 
tion is not confined to the sculpture con- 
tributed, but includes plants, vegetables, 
fruits, and cut flowers, which have an 
ewual share in the significance of the 
occasion, bearing out the title “ Floralia ” 
that has keen chosen for the pretty festi- 
val. There is a formal pool on the 
grounds and a brook or little river with 
bushy banks, also a natural pond, the 
most appropriate setting possible for the 
garden groups to which American 
sculptors are turning as one of the most 
rewarding forms their activity can take. 

About thirty sculptors are represented 
at Hartsdale, and many tendencies in 
contemporary art. The sculpture done 
for the country place of’ Charles M. 
Schwab, which has not before been shown 
publicly, emphasizes. the neo-classic 


feeling prevailing among the young men 
-~who studied-in 


Rome. “The Hercules-sun-~ 
dial. by Paul. Manship- and his. stately 
-jara and—vases.—and-the “Ovpheus--by-— 


John Gregory, are among the works 
springing from-the deep roots of Greek 


influence. The skill of the artists and . 


the attractiveness of the work, with its 
bland echo of the vigorous music of the 
past, are not to be questioned, but it is 
doubtful whether archaistic tendencies 
will have any important place in the 
American art of the present period.. It 
is a period too conscious of the modern 
problems and too rich in emotion to be 
satisfied with the reconstruction of any 
other period of art. even the greatest. 

It is interesting to note, however, how 
the best of the work shown still exhibits 
this dependence upon antique models. It 
is seen in the proportions and style of 
Edward McCartain’s fine groups and 
single figures. In his group of a seated 
Pan looking upward from his perch to a 
nymph who is holding away from him a 
cornucopia of fruits, the muscular de- 
velopment of the greedy god and the 
heavy figure of the nymph speak of the 
sculptor’s interest in early Greek work 
at the moment when it was emerging 
from archaism into the ripe splendor of 
the fifth century, and. in the figure of 
a girl with a goat, one of the most grace- 
ful compositions achieved by its author, 
-~we-might —see~ the: work—of—a” modern 
Stephanus: struggling for his. idea. of 


with technical. difficulties that hax 
marked the decadence of art, wherever 
the ebb and-flow of its tide are found. 
But with all its eloquent admissions of 
the sculptor’s worship of the fresh 
spivit of the-early Greek, Mr. McCar- 
tain’s work has a fresh spirit of its own 
that prevents our resenting itx intrusion 
irt9 an American landscape. 

Brenda Putnam’s “ Pigeon Girl ” is an 
example of energetic independence in the 
treatment of a subject that might have 
been chosen by a sculptor of any period 
or race. The nude figure of the girl 
holding the bird like a falcon on her 
hand is buoyant with life and youth. 
The simple, clear line of the body is like 
the stem of a flower, and the gaunt 
young back, with its prominent shoulder 
blades and flat planes, is delightful in 
its eloquent statement of supple strengtn 
and physical’ soundness. The straight 
legs, the powerful gesture of the up- 
stretched arm, and the easy play of the 
muscles contribute to the general im- 
pression of an athletic type which has 
been understood and interpreted with a 
corresponding energy of mood. It is 
seulpture well suited to the American 


seene with its promise of fulfillment, itx . 


vigor and wholesomeness, its technical 
adequacy, and, above all, its freedom 
from self-consciousnexs. 

To see how definitely it embodiex a 
certain American ideal formed in the 
youth of the nation and persisting 
through the innumerable modifying agen- 
cies of the different races pouring in 
at our gates, we need only to turn to 
the ingratiating “Joyous Pan” by kd- 
mond Quattrocchi that possesses the 
facile gayety only an Italian hand can 
evoke. It is very charming garden sculp- 
ture of a kind; however, that calls for 
perpetual sunshine and for southern 
slopes. The laughing face betrays ten- 
perament and mood to a lavish degree; 
the graceful figure is soft in contour, 
and, in spite of its alert pose, rather 
lacking in force. It bears somewhat the 
same relation to the “ Pigeon Girl ” borne 
by a luscious—banana to a Spitzenberg 
apple—the original, not the “type” 
Spitzenberg. 

Other exhibits are Eugenie Shonnard’s 
“ His Majesty the Heron,” a new version 
of her favorite bird, with a rocky baxe of 
almost too uniform divisions; a sundial

panels in relief for garden walls by 
Frederick G. R. Roth, and a garden wall 
relief by Lindsay Morris Sterling, a 
“Dancing Nymph” by Clio Bracken, a 
fountain group, “ Primitive Fishers,” by 
Harriet Hyatt Mayer ; cascade figures by 
Anna Vaughan Hyatt (for Mr. Schwab’s 
grounds), the “ Peacock,” by Gaston 
Lachaise, and work by Elsie ./ard Her- 
ing, A. Sterling Calder, and others whore 
exhibits were not yet determined upon 
at the time of writing. 

It is not, in this instance, the character 
of the individual exhibits or their novelty 
for the public that is of first importance; 
it is the manner of their showing which 
is a step in the direction of more logical 
and effective work in the exhibition 
field. It is impossible to estimate the 
harm done to works of art by the ordi- 
nary exhibition environment, and all ar- 
tists should be grateful to the commit- 
tee arranging this departure from rou- 
tine.

the ‘influence of the French Academy. It 
cannot be denied that when Matthew. Ar- 
nold made this assertion he was justified 
by the facts of the case—even if we may 
doubt that the inferiority of the English 
was due to the absence of an English 
Academy. In the past fifty years much 
water has gone under the bridge—as the 
Gallic proverb puts it; and the flow has 
been fructifyng among the English- 
speaking peoples. If Matthew Arnold 
were alivé today he would have to admit 
that, although no Academy either in Lon- 
don or In New York has yet attained to 
the authority of the Academy founded in 
Paris nearty three centuries ago by Rich- 
elieu, the superiority of the French in the 
journeyman work of literature is not as 
obvious today as it was when he prepared 
his paper.

Here again 
it is only fair to admit that M. Jusserand’s 
series does not include any biography as 
futile and as inept ag Mrs. Oliphant's life 
of. Richard Brinsley Sheridan in Lord Mor- 
ley’s series. : 
Ward’s “™ English Poets,’’ for. which 
Matthew Arnold wrote the. introduction, 
followed the plan of Crépet’s ‘‘ Poétes 
Francois,’’ for. which Sainte-Beuve had 
prepared the preface, and in this case we 
may award the palm to the British editor, 
who was more adroit in his selection of 
contributing. critics than had been his 
French predecessor. 
Here in the United States we can point 
with pride, as the spelibindérs put it, to 
Webster’s Dictionary; long alone in its su- 
premacy over any.

And the review< 
er’s first thought after perusing this mod- 
est request and after examining the book 
itself was to the effect that if this year-

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ROOSEVELT, DICKENS, AND 
THACKERAY r 


HAT old question of the desirability 
of the happy ending in novels and 
short stories comes up again in the 
delightful collection of ‘‘ Bheodore 
Roosevelt's Letters to His Children *’—and 
it is, perhaps, nee@ess to say that the 
subject is treated in the large-mindel, 
downright human fashion typical of s0 
much that Colonel Roos&venr had to say, 
whether on lifé or literature. Writing to 
his son Kermy about ‘‘ Nicholas Nickle- 
by’ and ga novels g@warally, the 
Colonel declares: ‘* Normaiiy I only care 
for # novel if the ending is good, and I 
quite agree with you that if the hero has 
te die he ought to die worthily and nobly, 
go that our sorrow at the tragedy shall 
be tempered with joy and pride one 
always feels when ! does his duty 
well and bravely.”’ ittedly there are 
eccasions when the ending of a novel can- 
not logically be ‘‘ good,”’ when the ‘* hero 
has to die’; but the qualification as to 
how he shall die is worthy the considera- 
tion of those writers who are somewhat 
given to the morbid, the cynical temper in 
their fiction. If sorrow and disaster are 
necessary in the development of a fic- 
tional theme, by all means have it; other- 
wise, as the Colonel goes om to say, ‘‘ there 
is quite enough sorrow and shame and 
suffering and baseness in real life, and 
there is no need for meeting it umneces- 
sarily in ficiien.’’ In illustration of this 
there is this bit of personal experience: 
“ As Police Commissioner it was my duty 
te deal with all kinds of squalid misery 
amd hideous and unspeakable infamy, and 
I should have been worse than a coward 
if I had shrunk from Going what was nec- 
essary: but there would have been no use 
whatever in my reading novels detailing 
all this misery and squalor and crime, or, 
at least, in reading them as a steady 
thing.’’ It need scarcely be added that the 
kind of ‘‘ happy ending ’’ jn a novel that 
appealed to Colonel Roosevs.r was not at 
all of the typically sentimental or melo- 
@ramatic variety. In his theory of the 
substance and the purpose that go to the 
making of genuinely good. fiction there is 
a hint of To.sror’s definition in ‘‘ What 
Is Art.” Thus, in the letter to Kermir we 
read: 
Now and then there is a powerful 
but sad story which really is interest- 


ing and which really does good; but 
normalty the books which do good and 


. Was both keen and lofty. He could not 


is * and ‘ The Newcomes ’ and ‘Vanity 
Fair,’ ’* he writes Kenurny ‘I cart read 
over and over again.’’ With characteristic 
emphasis he states a reason for his prefer- 
ence: ‘‘ Of course one fundamental differ- 
ence between Tuackerar and Dickens is 
that THACKBRAY. was a gentleman and 
DICKENS was not,"’ Nevertheless, he hu- 
morously admits, ‘‘a man might do some 
mighty good work and not be a gentleman 
fn any sense."’ Of the good work as con- 
trasted with the bad work that he finds in 
Dickens he has much to say, and his criti- 
cism, on thé whole, is quite in line with 
the current view of the subject, although 
the expression of it has the typical 
Rooseveltian emphasis® Thus, writing to 
Kermit: 

I quite agree with you about Tom 
Pinch. He is a despicable kind of char- 
acter; just the kind of character Dicxk- 
ENS liked, because he had himself a 
thick streak of maudlin sentimentality 
that, as somebody phrased it, ‘‘ made 
him wallow naked in the pathetic.’’ 
It always interests me about Dickens 
to think how much first-class work he 
did and how almost all of it was mixed 
up with every kind of cheap, second- 
rate matter. I am very fond of him. 
There are innumerable characters that 
he has created which symbolize vices, 
virtues, follies, and the like almost as 
well as the characters in BuNYAN; and, 
therefore, I think the wise thing to do 
is simply to skip the bosh and twaddle 
and vulgarity and untruth and get the 
benefit out of the rest. 





N line with this view of Dickgns’s char- 
acters, Rooseve.t writes that he was 
““continually thinking of or alluding to 
some newspaper editor or Senator or homi- 
cidal rowdy *’ by one of three names oc- 
curring in ‘‘ Martin Chuzzlewit,’’ Jefferson 
Brick, Elijah Pogram and ‘Hannibal Chol- 
lop, “‘ all real personifications “of certain 
bad tendencies in American life.'’’ But of 
** Martin Chuzlewit’’ as a whole, or, 
rather, the sidelight that this novel throws 
on Diggens’s own character, Roosevetr, 
as might be expected, is unsparing in his 
denunciation : 

Gf course I entirely agree with you 
about ‘‘ Martin Chuzzlewit.’’ But the 
point seems to me that the preposter- 
ous perversion of truth and the ilJ- 
nature and malice of the book are of 
consequence chiefly as indicating Dick- 
ENs’s own character, about which I 
care mot a rap; whereas the characters 
in American shortcomings and vices 
and follies are immortal, and, more- 
over, can be studied with great profit 
by all of us today. DicKENs was an 
ill-natured, selfish cad and boor, who - 
had no understanding of what the word 
gentleman meant, and no appreciation 
of hospitality or good treatment. He 
was utterly incapable of seeing the 
high purpose and the réal greatness 
which (in spite of the presence also 
of much that was bad or vile) could 
have been visible all around him here 
in America to any man whose vision 


see the qualities of the young men 
growing up here, though it was these ' 
qualities that enabled these men to con- 
quer the West and to fight to a finish 
the-great Civil War; and though they 
were to produce leadership like that of 
LincoLn, Las and Geant. Naturally 
he would think there was no gentle- 
man in New York, becausé by no pos- 
sibility could he have recognized a 
gentleman if he had met one. Natur- 
ally he would condemn all America, be- 
cause he had not the soul to see what 
America was really doing. But he was 
in his element in describing with bitter 
truthfulness Scadder and Jefferson 
Brick, and Elijah Pogram, and Han- 
nibal Chollop, and Mrs. Hominy, and 
the various other characters, great and 
small, that have always made me enjoy 
** Martin Chuzzlewit.”’ Most of these 
characters we still have with us.

She is a niece of the famous 
historian Taine, a sister-in-law of Paul 
Bourget, and a sister of Andre Chevrillon, 
whose *‘ England and the War,’ with an 
introduction by Kipling, was a luminous 
analysis and interpretation of English 
temperament in its relation to the war, 
while her husband was a member of the 
Academy and won many honors in the 
French diplomatic service. Her method in 
the first and second chapters is to present 
a group of people, French and Americans, 
in a French or an American ‘es in 
Paris, with several members of the C. R. 
B. present. After preliminary description 
and talk the C. R. B. workers describe the 
things they have seen and done in. Bel- 
gium and invaded France. Mme. Tail- 
landier has depended for these descriptions 
mainly upon the books that have been 
written by several members of the C. R.

A HISTORY OF THE GREAT WAR 


By 
Arthur Conan Doyle. Manno IV.: The 


British Campaign in France and Fian- 
ders, 1917. New York: George H. Doran 
Company. 


N this the fourth volume of his _his-. 


tory of the war, which is being pub- 

lished simultaneously in England un- 

der the title of ‘‘ The British Cam- 
paign in France and Fianders,’’ the au- 
thor undertakes to describe all the opera- 
tions of the British on this western front 
during the year 1917. The work is now 
less hampered by the restrictions of cen- 
sors, so that the narrative can proceed 
less cautiously, although there are still 
limitations of such a nature that names 
which otherwise would plainly figure in 
the story are often suppressed. The whole 
work gives evidence of the most pains- 
taking labor cheerfully undertaken to 
make the narrative an authentic history 
of the war. The author's first preface 
tells us that he began from the first days 
of the war to collect materials from origi- 
nal sources, and succeeding prefaces have 
with justifiable satisfaction commented 
upon the success with which the accounts 
have passed the strictest tests without 
having been found in any important mat- 
ter incorrect. ‘ 

The third volume dealt almost entirely 
with the battle of the Somme. The present 
volume includes an account of the German 
retreat on the Arras-Soissons front,, the 
battle of Arras, and the operations in the 
Arras section that followed, the battle of 
Messines, the third battle of Ypres, and the 
battle of Cambrai. One is strongly im- 
pressed, in reading this history, by the 
vast changes that have taken place in war- 
fare, not in moderh times, but in the 
course of the great_war, and the entirely 
different problems that have in _ conse- 

been pr ‘ted.to the historian. It 
is no easy task—quite aside from the niftre 
numerical aspect of the data—to organize 
into any unity of story_an account.of a 
battle that extends perhaps.for a hundred 





miles, is carried on in a@ great number. of - 


separate actions, and lasts for months. The 
day of the dramatic history. of war is per- 
haps gone forever, and the story of war 
becomes to a greatér extents retord of 
scientifically ordered facts. 

We do not mean, however, that there 
are not larger and more comprehensive 
ways of viewing the war. The present 
volume is the story of a year, a most 
eventful and fateful year. It was the year, 
indeed, in which, as we are told, the 
Allies gained a clear military ascendency 
over the German armies. It had been a 
glorious year both to the French and the 
British forces, which, ‘* pursuing their 
system of the limited objective, had hardly 
met with a single repulse in .a long cam- 
paign.’’ And yet, as the historian tells us, 
and as we all know very well, notwith- 
standing these successes in the “West, the 
year was a disappointing one for the Al- 
lies, since the Russian collapse greatly 
weakened the position in the West and 
foretold the certainty of strong reenforce- 
ments of- the enemy and renewed spirit. 


~ “Storm clouds piled high in the East. 


Only from over the western rim of the At- 
lantic came a slowly waxing light.’’ 

The story of this year, as related by Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle, follews very closely 
the military movements and turns aside 
for few incidents and interpretations. The 
writer stops now and again, however, to 
bestow praise—upon the Territrrials, upon 
the Canadians and the Australians, and 
upon all. Here and there one finds.some 
memorable record: Speaking of the British 
advance on the Arras-Soissons line, he 
Says that the joy of recovering the land 
was tempered by the sight of wanton de- 
struction. His words are impressive, “Let. 
us repeat them: 


These devils, or—to be more just— 
these devil-driven slaves, with a ma- 
lignity for which it would be hard to 
find a parallel, endeavored by every 
means at their command to ruin the 
country for the future as well as for 
the present. Buildings were univer- 
sally destroyed, including, in many cases, 
the parish churches. Historical monu- 
ments, such as the venerable Castle of 
Concy, were blown to pieces. Family 
vaults were violated and the graves 
profaned. The wells were poisoned 
and polluted. Worst of all, the young 
fruit trees were ringed so as. to de- 
stroy them for future seasons. It was 
considered the last possibility of sav- 
agery when the Mahdi’s men cut down 
the slow-growing palm trees in the dis- 
trict of Dongola, but every record 
upon earth has heen swept away by 
the barbarians of Europe.

N a wide sense, this volume is a text- 
book on the League of Nations. Its 
sixteen chapters have been written by 
as many experts in the various 

phases of law, history, economics, govern- 
ment, and other branches of knowledge 
that enter into the subject of international 
co-operation. The reader who is not tech- 
nically informed: about international rela- 
tions will be likely to be impressed 
strongly by two aspects of the present 
problems of internationalism. One is the 
sheer complexity of the subject and its 
many radiations into fields of knowledge 


that may seem remote. The other is the’ 


wealth of historical data that must be 
taken into account in trying to form an 
intelligent judgment of the present. situa- 
tion. The most important fact of all 
those imparted by the book is precisely 
that any one who would be informed about 
international affairs today must undertake 
no slight intellectual task. He must read 
widely in: topics that in the past have 
appeared but little in our political educa- 
tion. However much one might differ 
from the conclusions of any one of these 
authors, or from the general tendency and 
implication of the book, careful consider- 
ation of the materials presented here will 
at least provide a sound basis for judg- 
ment, and might prevent hasty opinions 
upon matters of the greatest practical im- 


Books written by many hands are not 
always = successful. “The League of 
Nations,’’ however, is much more than a 
collection of essays. It has been planned 
with definite purpose and it Has Ween 
logically arranged. Moreover, some dis- 
tinguished’ writers and scholars appear in 
the list of authors. A chapter-by-chapter 
description of a book is necessarily dull to 
read, but more than ordinary notice must 
be taken of the contents of the present 
one. The introduction is by the editor, and 
outlines the project of the proposed League 
of Nations. Professor Hayes of Columbia 
follows. with a historical study of leagues, 
tracing internationalism from “early Greek 
times, but pointing out that history affords 
more contrasts than comparisons, and that 
eur current conceptions of society are of 
relatively recent origin. The machinery of 
interngtional co-operation during the great 
war, which is jointly treated by Mr. J. P. 
Cotton and Mr. D. W. Morrow of the New 
York Bar, is a-very interesting summary 
of what was actually done internationally 
during the war, including an account of 
the Wheat Executive, the Allied Maritime 
Transport Council, and other interallied 
organizations such as the Allied Food 
Council, the Blockade Council, and the 
Finance Council, a part of the story of the 
war that is as yet comparatively unknown. 
This work was new and experimental; and 
although the writers imply that, in looking 
backward from our present position» we 
can see that there were some surprising 
lapses of the spirit of co-operation, or at 
least failure to take advantage of oppor- 
tunities for efficient co-ordination, we are 
told that it was discovered that always a 
small international body, sitting constantly 
and concerning itself with the ascertain- 
ment of the facts of any situation, was of 
great assistance in securing intelligent joint 
action by the Governments. 

Professor J. B. Moore of Columbia has 
written also from the historical point of 
view, but more critically than Professor 
Hayes, and has treated the subject of the 
League from the standpoint of an author- 
ity on international law and diplomacy. 
He says that a “league of nations’’ 
* means little in itself, that the problem 
@f preservation of peace is an exceedingly 
complicated one; mere alliances will not 
be sufficient; and great preponderance of 
force will not prevent war. In general 
the judicial function, as examplified in ar- 
bitration, has been too much neglected, 
but back of everything else there is a need 
of cultivating a mental attitude that will 
Jead men to think first of amicable proc- 
ezees rather than of war when differ- 
- emcees arise. We must abandon many of 
our old ideas of the functions of the State 
and overcome the prevailing delusion that 
one’s own motives are always higher than 
those of others.” 

The relation of the national State to the 
League of Nations has been discussed by 
Professor Rogers of the University of Vir- 
ginia, and in a later chapter this theme, 
fm its more psychological aspects, is taken 
up again by Professor Barnes of Clark 
University in a scholarly paper. The re- 
<< g@@justment of the map of the world, which 
hias resulted in the appearance, on the 
political scene, of many new national en- 
tities, brings a peculiar situation, since the 
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ism through the production of small States, 
Professor Rogers points out, is full of 
dangers and uncertainties. But it is also 
true that nationalistic sentiments must be 
satisfied in some way—our hope must be, 
therefore, ‘that now, by a natural process, 
and under the favorable: conditions of a 
world organization, voluntary federation 
will take place rapidly. Professor Barnes 


declares that the existence of nationality ; 


is the most fundamental of all political 
data at the present time. To establish a 
satisfactory working adjustment between 
the principle of nationalism and that of 
world organization is our greatest problem. 
Nationality is something very deep and 
tenacious. It is something psychological— 
a cultural force. The present tendency to- 
ward free determination, as the political 
expression of nationalism, Professor Barnes 
believes must be cautiously guided. We 

t give ti y to every small na- 
tional minority imbedded in a larger State, 
for to do so is to invite universal anarchy, 
and reverse the natural law of evolution of 
society... There will be no perfect justice; 
we face compromise. A perfect order is 
manifestly impossible, To think of giving 
to every State an equal weight is absurd. 
We must remember that althongh ‘‘ all 
States are equally sovereign, all are not 
equal sovereign States.’’ 

Under the title ‘‘ International “Adminis- 
tration "' Professor F. B. Sayer of the 
Harvard Law School has contributed an 
admirable chapter reviewing the existing 
organizations of an international scope, in 
which he shows that the objections to a 
league, as invading the rights of sov- 
ereignty of the nations, seem to have over- 
looked entirely the fact that we have al- 
ready a large number of agreements and 
organizations that do precisely that thing 
in no inconsiderable degree. . Considering 
the total of these international relations, 
which increase year by year, Mr. Sayre 
concludes that the eventual coming of a 
league of nations, all human opposition 

fs as inevitable as the 





President Lowell of Harvard undertakes 
to clarify the meaning of “* league of na- 
tions,’’ shows its mechanism by an an- 
alysis of its primary function, and makes 
clear the difference between an automatic 
and a representative league. The remain- 
ing chapter of the first part of the book 
is by Professor Ogg of the University of 
Wisconsin, and deals with international 
sanctions and the limitation of armaments, 
pointing out the fact that in the past the 
weakness of international law has been 
that it has only moral sanctions, and 
has wholly lacked legal sanctions. There 
has been no compulsion behind it. Profes- 
sor Ogg explains and discusses the various 
plans that have been proposed for putting 
force behind international law. 

We must pass over the remaining parts 
of the book with a mere mention of titles, 
although the chapters are all able dis- 
cussions of important and pressing topics. 
The opening chapter by Professor Barnes 
has already been mentioned. Mr, Frank 
of the Century staff writes about economic 
internationalism, showing that political in- 
ternationalism is only the negative and the 
smaller half of internationalism, and that 
rights of transit, trade, investment, and 
migration must be secured for all nations. 
Professor Borchard of Yale treats the prob- 
lem of backward areas and colonies. Inter- 
national control of international water- 
ways, railways, and highways is taken up 
by Mr. Chamberlain of the Legislative 
Drafting Bureau of New York, and labor 
and the Peace Treaty by Mr. J. B. 
Andrews of the American Association for 
Labor Legislation. Professor Gettell of 
Amherst handles the tortuous subject. of 
the *‘ freedom of the seas.’” °* The United 
States and the Policy of Isolation’’ is the 
subject of the chapter by Mr. H. F. 
Munro, Lecturer on International Law at 
Columbia, and an essay on the Monroe 
Doctrine’ by Professor Kimball of. Smith 
College brings to a close this very im- 
portant book, which will stand as a credit- 
able product of American thought and 
scholarship.

HERE was no phase of the world 
war that did not strikingly differ- 
entiate it from all other wars in the 
history of the world. Especially was this 
-true of the variety, ingenuity and im- 
portance of the mechanisms by whose 
help it was fought. War has always 
stimulated man’s inventive faculty, at 
least in the direction of apparatus that 
will disable and kill, but the world war, 
because of its vast scope and for almost 
four years its nearly equal: powers and 
its consequent imperative necessities for 
means to outwit each the other side, 
poured into the hands of destruction an 
wnexampied and amazing number and 
variety of inventions. Mr. Bond, who is 
managing editor of The Scientific Ameri- 
can, has made an interesting survey of 
these products of ingenuity and necessity, 
and, thus brought together ina single 
volume, they fill the mind with wonder, 
gotwithstanding the accounts or hints.of 
most of them that have appeared in the 
‘Bewspapers during the last five years. 
Beginning with the development of 
trench warfare in the early days of the 
conflict, Mr. Bond describes the many 
mew means and methods of attack and 
defense which it brought about, and then 
goes on to the inventions that made both 
small arms and big guns more deadly, to 
chemical warfare and the appearance of 
the tanks, to the rapid and. revolutionary 
developments of battle in the skies and 
en and under the surface of the water. 
The book is written in a popular style,

T is nearly a dozen years since Miss 
Montgomery, who is now, in private 
life, Mrs. Ewen Macdonald, began 

writing her series of stories about the char- 
acter and life of Anne Shirley. Through 
some four or five volumes she has carried 
the tale, through girlhood, young woman- 
hood and love, marriage and the making 
of a home on the shores of Four Winds 
Harbor, Prince Edward's Island. In this 
latest stery she has carried the picture of 
Anne Shiney’s developing life forward to 
the time when half a dozen children, the 
oldest of whom has arrived at the dignity 
of thirteen sturdy years, fill their home.

T's struggle for superior power be- 

tween Emperor Frederick II. and 

Pope Innocent IV. in the thirteenth 
eentury would not, at first glance, seem 
to be promising material from which to 
create an interesting, even exciting, his- 
torical romance. But that is what Ham- 
flton Drummond has done in ‘‘ The Be- 
trayers.’"" He has given it, for the twen- 
tieth century reader, the interest it must 
have had_for those who participated in it, 
and infused his characters with the inten- 
sity of feeling and the vigor and deter- 
mination with which the respective fol- 
lowers of Emperor and Pope carried on 
their struggle.’ His people intrigue and 
guilefully negotiate, kidnap and poison, 
ride strenuously, fight to the death, plot 
and counter plot, strive to the uttermost 


‘with wits and cunning and effort and 


hardy endurafhce. And it is all against 
a magnificent thirteenth century back- 
ground that is true to history and faithful 
to the social conditions of the time. Em- 
peror Frederick II. is the one whose story 
Blasco Ibanez tells with picturesque brev- 
ity in the first few pages of ‘* Mare 
Nostrum.’’ Even in two or three pages 
the Spanish novelist makes him an inter- 
esting, curiosity provoking figure, and 
Mr. Drummond presents, at various times 
in the course of his story, a fairly com- 
plete view. 

The story is told in the first person by 
Mark Bisson, Secretary to Robert, Count 
of Soissons, of France, and it opens as 
the Count, his son, and his Secretary 
draw rein ona hill overlooking the city 
of Lyons, whither the Pope had fled in 
1745 and summoned a Counail whose mis- 
sion was to judge between Pope and Em- 
peror.

Ralph 
Mulfo: y more than ‘three and a half 
minutes. Mulford’s record’ was 1 hour 
26 minutes.14 91-100 seconds. 

Louis Chevrolet: won the thirty-mile 
race, run in three ten-mile heats. 

The afternoon. was free of. serious acci- 
prec though ‘there: was one ‘spill in the 

mile sal a ersten’ i race, in which 

‘ord echanic hada nar- 
om escape from death. Louis Chevrolet, 
after racing 110 miles. almost wheel to 
wheel with his more fortunate Srottion. 
was painfully “burned about the arms 
and ankles when his machine Neresid 
fire. . Louis had to leave’ the 
His: mechanic was also burned, though 
not seriously. 

Muttord: was. leading and in an excel- 

lent- position to win the third heat. of 
the thirty-mile event when the accident 
occurred which so nearly ended his ‘ca- 
reer.

OFFICIAL PLAN FOR THE DEVELOPMENT OF 


Definite steps in the direction of im- 
proving a portion of the waterfront of 
Jamaica Bay were taken on Wednesday 
last, when Borough President Riegel- 
mann submitted to the Board of Hsti- 
mate and Apportionmefit a design for 
the physical development of a very large 
tract of waste land and tand under 
water, owned by the City of) New York 
in the Borough of Brooklyn. 

Accompanying this plan was a report 
prepared by the Consulting Enginéer of 
the borough, together with a. set of 
maps indicating the ownership of land, 
and lands under water, lying within the 
borough, and in of adjacent to the bay. 

The maps showing ownership were 


prepared as the result of a communicar’ 


tion addressed by Borough President 
Riegelmann to the’ Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment on April. 3, 1918, in 
which he suggested that the Corporation 
Counsel be instructed to have a search 
made of titles in Jamaica Bay for the 
purpose of ascertaining what land, if 
any, was owned by the city, and what 
land was in private ownership. 

The investigation followed the request 
of the borough official, and was carried 
on under the: direction of Corporation 
Counsel William P. Burr. 

The maps are based. on abstract 
searches, the originals of which are on 
file in. the. office of the Corporation 
Counsel, and they present-an accurate 
representation of the present status of 
all the lands contiguous to and touch- 
ing the waters of Jamaica Bay in Kings 
County. 

Mr. Riegelmann has taken little or no 
part fn the discussion relative to the 
location of bulkhead lines in the bay, 
as he believed that the question of title 
should be first settled, in order that a 
firm foundation might be laid for any 
improvement of the bay that the city 
might, undertake. 

The’ work has’ demonstrated that the 


city has title to a very large percentage 
of the entire area of land and land under 
water, lying in and bordering on the bay 
within the borough. 

It is a portion of this city-owned land 
that is embraced’ within the plan show- 
ing a ‘design for the physical improve- 
ment of a portion of the waterfront. 
This land is roughly bounded by the 
Mill Island development _on the north, by 
Barren Island on the south, by the pro- 
posed Flatbush Avenue Extension on the 
west, and by the main waters of Jamai- 
ca Bay on the east. 

It embraces-one thousand acres, which 
at present is made up of marsh and salt 
meadow land, lying at.or about the level 
of mean high tide, and broken up’ here 
and there by. créeks--gnd -waterways, 
having very fiat of water. when 
the tide fs low. .- 

The: design, “with the. report expiain- 
ing and analyzing it, is the work ‘of 
Philip P. Farley, Consulting Engineer 
to the Borough President. 

There are many apparent attractive 
features to the plan. As no land aside 
from that already owned’ by the city 
is required,and no further dredging a.on, 


the lines of the main charinei is neces- | 


sary. Dispute relative to the establish- 
ment of bulkhead lines will not affect 
the improvement as the latter lies en- 
tirely south of the location involved in 
the controversy 

It is considered of great importance 
that no part of the waterfront is in- 
volved in the initial expenditures, since 


|no large piers are propdsed to be con- 


structed until a weal demand’ is created 
for them, althotgh the plan provides 
for their ultimate construction. 
Provision: is made in the. plan, for 
furnishing each factory site with water, 
rail, and truck connections. In order 
to accomplish this it will be necessary 
to” construct a freight line from the
